The Greens’ party 


At the Green Party’s national convention in Lawrence 
last Thursday night, the*panel discussion on 
presidential politics had gotten off to a bad start. The 
microphone was groaning with feedback. Somewhere 
off-stage, a telephone was ringing loudly. And as a 
Green activist from New York began his presentation, a 
shaggy dog that had been wandering through the 
sparsely populated hall began barking. 

All this was par for the course on the first full day of 
the 1997 National Greens Gathering, at which a small 
group of ultraliberal activists pondered the future of a 
nascent party best known for its devout 
environmentalism and for the fourth-place finish of its 
1996 presidential candidate, Ralph Nader. A few 
hundred Greens were expected to pass through the 
weekend-long gathering, but on Thursday night, the 
folding chairs of Lawrence’s Hibernian Hall — a dank 
Irish clubhouse with an oddly suitable leprechaun- 
green décor — were filled by a collection of just 50 or 
so white, mostly middle-aged idealists who might 
otherwise be found in the front row of a Neil Young 
show. 

Behind its eccentricity, the Green agenda does focus

on several worthy and neglected causes, from welfare 
reform (“a violation of human rights,” said one speaker) 
to solar power. And Friday’s main event was a march 
protesting the encirclement of Lawrence —

which burn 41 percent of the state’s trash. 

But the party is still trying to shake off the bad vibes 
from last year’s campaign. Unlike European Greens, 
who enjoy real influence, the Green Party USA is a 
loose affiliation of local groups that enjoy major-party 
status in just a handful of states. Although Nader ended 
up winning some 700,000 votes, even that modest 
figure was a reflection of Nader’s cult following, not a 
national Green groundswell. The campaign itself was a 
marriage of convenience that divided the party’s 
ideological purists from its electoral pragmatists, who 
believe you can fundraise without going to hell. (Nader 
was invited to Lawrence but sent his regrets.) 

As one speaker who described his recent attempts 
to build the party’s California branch explained it: “Our 
best new recruits said, ‘When you get your crap 
together, then come and talk to us.’ ”

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— were pretty much on the same 
liberal-democratic page. After an hour 
and a half, the church began to 
sound like an echo chamber. 
The only contrarian was 
Harvard professor and 
National Book Award 
winner Orlando 
Patterson, who 
chided his fellow 
panelists for offering only 
anecdotal observations about racial 
problems and insisted that African- 
Americans, statistically speaking, are 
better off than they have ever been. 
But Patterson’s words drew little 
applause, and even some grumbling, 
from the Vineyard audience, which 
included William Styron, Mike 





Wallace, Diane Sawyer, Jessye 
Norman, and O.J. defender Alan 
Dershowitz. 

And yes, it seemed a little weird 

that this important forum was held 

in Edgartown, easily the most 
A lily-white enclave on the 
Vineyard — a yacht-clubby, 
seersucker-and-Docksiders 
™ kind of place where it is 

possible to stand on Main Street 
for several days and never see an 
African-American face. One panelist, 
observing the racially mixed 
audience, estimated (conservatively) 
that the event had likely doubled the 
town's African-American population 
for the night.

HEN THE TIME comes to be saved, the 
houselights go down and every head bows and 
Pastor Roland Savoie launches into a soothing patter — 
“Yes, yes, yes, yes, that’s it, yes, yes, that’s it, you realize 
there’s an emptiness in your life, yes, yes, yes, yes, way at 

the back, yes, yes, yes, you realize tonight that there is 
something that’s been missing, yes, yes, yes” — and the 
crowd begins to move. 

It starts out as a trickle, but the feeling builds 
gradually, and by the time Savoie stops talking, some 
400 people have pressed up to the front of the tent. They 
are weeping off their mascara, some of them, and their 
hands are shaking uncontrollably. The final judgment 
can do that to you. Some in the audience have seen 
Heaven's Gates and Hell’s Flames a half-dozen times 
already, but even they are shocked into a steep emotional 
slide by the stark 
alternatives of hell and 
heaven as they are 
represented here, with a 
good deal of silver 
drapery and artificial 
smoke, in a field off route 
79, in Swansea. 

Wednesday brought the 
four-day inventory of the 
saved to between 1200 
and 1500, or roughly 30 
percent of those who 
attended the play, 
according to organizers’ 
estimates, although Savoie 
readily admits that once 
the crowd has fanned out 
into the parking lot “we 
can’t really tell if they’re 
saved or not.” Fifteen 
hundred is a good tally for 
New England; which 
Savoie describes as 
“conservative.” But it 
pales, as everyone is 
aware, beside the so- 
called “Miracle in 
Modesto,” in which 
33,000 Californians were 
saved in a marathon 28- 
day Heaven's Gate and 
Hell’s Flames campaign 
two years ago. 

The show — which is 
staged year-round, all over 
America, by 26 itinerant 
directors and the casts they round up on location — 
consists of a rowdy strobe-lit crucifixion scene followed 
by a series of vignettes depicting violent accidental death 
and subsequent judgment. Witness this scene, in which a 
father and a son are driving along, just shooting the 
breeze about religious matters. 


Father: If I spent all my time at church instead of at 
work, we wouldn’t have this new car, or the new house. | 
can’t imagine what our life would be like without those 
things. ... 

Son: Yeah, I guess you’re right. Besides, when I grow 
up I want to be just like you. Hey, Dad, look out for that 
car! 

[Car crashes head-on into another car, killing all 
passengers. Father and son are seized by balaclava-clad 
demons and dragged into Hell.]

The audience sits in rapt silence. Massed shoulder-to- 
shoulder under the big tent, they take their place in a 
peculiarly American tradition. Camp meetings first swept 
through what was known as the “trans-Allegheny West” 
during the first four 
decades of the 19th 
century, swelling the 
ranks of the Methodist 
and Baptist churches by 
some 20,000. The camp 
meeting routinely sent 
worshippers into physical 
transports known as “the 
falling exercise,” “the 
jerking exercise,” and, in 
certain parts of Kentucky 
and Tennessee, “the 
barking exercise.” One 
contemporary observer, 
the Reverend George 
Baxter, dryly described an 
1801 meeting where “the 
falling down became so 
familiar as to excite no 
disturbance.”

mistakes of a drunk driver and a 

rabid brigade of paparazzi, 
Princess Diana met a cruel and un- 
timely end early Sunday morning. Her 
death in a Paris car crash, and its gris- 
ly circumstances, stunned the world. 
But it also hit me personally. Three 
years ago, I, too, had shamelessly 
stalked the Princess of Wales. 

The occasion was Princess Di’s Au- 
gust 1994 vacation on Martha’s Vine- 
yard. I was working as a reporter at 
the Vineyard Gazette, the local weekly 
newspaper, when word leaked that 
Diana was visiting the island as the 
guest of the Brazilian ambassador to 
the United States. 

Almost immediately, the island was 
awash in paparazzi. The notoriously 
mercenary freelance photographers 
buzzed into the Vineyard, thirsty for the 
first shot of Diana’s holiday in America. 
They seemed like Hollywood clichés: 
aggressive, cocky men with cannon- 
length camera lenses, thick British and 
Australian accents, and an insatiable 
appetite for the Next Big Shot. 

The lure of big money fueled this re- 
lentless chase. The best photographers, 
with contacts at the richest Fleet Street 
publications and photo agencies, could 
afford to pay sources in order to locate 
their target. They had no qualms about 
hitting up caretakers, chambermaids, 
taxi drivers, and waiters for informa- 
tion, sometimes bribing them with 
thousands of dollars. That was a pit- 
tance compared to their payment if 
they got the perfect shot. 

Unlike rock and film stars, who 
may be trailed by different snappers 
on separate occasions, the princess 
had her own personal paparazzi, men 
whose entire lives were consumed by 
chasing her. The great ones were tan 
and rich and lived like stars them- 
selves. They commandeered cars, mo- 
torboats, and planes and tossed cash 
around like drunken sailors in an end- 
less chase around the world — a 
chase that didn’t end until Sunday 
morning in Paris.

than did the paparazzi, who were 
stymied by the Vineyard’s confusing 
network of dirt roads and the pride 
locals took in shielding celebrity 
guests from the press. 

My companion for this story was 
Mark Lovewell, a veteran island re- 
porter/photographer and an accom- 
plished journalist but, like me, a neo- 
phyte paparazzo. We didn’t know 
which trees to climb, which roads to 
search, which bushes to hide in to find 
the princess. 

But neither did anyone else. For 
three days after she arrived on the is- 
land, Diana eluded the media, even 
the iber-determined photogs. No one 
knew where she was; no one could be 
sure whether she was there at all. 

The photo hounds were collectively 
freaking out, waving money at anyone 
with a potential Diana tip and, when 
no one bit, condemning the close- 
lipped Vineyard. No one could re- 
member a Diana drought like this 


one. Wallets were full, film unused; 
overseas editors were angry. 

“Nobody talks here,” Mark Saun- 
ders, one of the most (in)famous Di- 
ana snappers, told me. “This place is 
like Salem’s Lot.” 


UT THEN, the home team 

caught a break. We were hanging 
out at Lovewell’s house — bummed- 
out, Dianaless, and facing a pressing 
deadline — when the phone rang. 
“Get down to Edgartown harbor,” a 
voice said. 

We raced out the door, hopped into 
Lovewell’s pickup truck, and sped 
downtown. Within 30 seconds, we 
had hired a motorboat, sworn the cap- 
tain to secrecy, lugged Lovewell’s 
bucketloads of photographic equip- 
ment (and my rinky-dink 35mm) 
aboard, and pushed out to sea. 

Diana was a guest on a classic 
wooden yacht owned by a local busi- 
nessman. Lying in wait — literally, on 
our stomachs, cameras pressed 
against the railing — we watched the 
princess climb into the yacht’s wheel 
house, decked in a navy baseball cap 
and an American-flag sweater. Even 
from a distance, there was no mistak- 
ing it was Diana. Her eyes and smile 
gave her away. 

The yacht began to leave the har- 
bor, and we motored cautiously 
alongside, separated by about 200 
yards. It was thrilling, but we needed 
to get closer. We instructed the cap- 
tain to pull tighter to Diana’s yacht, 
which he did with great gusto, swing- 
ing the wheel and cackling like an 
Ahab envisioning a guest spot on 
Hard Copy. 

But our Ahab was a little too excited, 
and he swung a little too close. The 
crew aboard Diana’s yacht spotted us 
snapping away and started to hightail it 
out of the harbor. Diana, annoyed, 
scurried below deck. A smaller motor- 
boat was dispatched to cut us off and 
prevent any more photographs. The 
whole thing got ugly fast, and Lovewell 
and I, feeling a bit guilty by now, bailed 
out and headed back to port — much 
to Ahab’s dismay. 


TILL, WE got the shot. Lovewell 
nabbed the princess seated in the 
wheel house — smiling, fashionably 


dressed, very Diana. Sick as it sounds,

his were the most sought-after pho- 
tographs in the world. (My own shots, 
sadly, came out looking like the Loch 
Ness monster driving a go-cart.) 

When the Gazette hit the news- 
stand, the snappers rushed into our 
office and began a bidding war for 
Lovewell’s photographs. It resembled 
the floor of the stock market: pa- 
parazzi barked on telephones to edi- 
tors overseas, asking how high they'd 
go for the first Diana-on-the-Vineyard 
pics. Needless to say, our editors were 
pretty pissed; journalism, this was not. 

Lovewell managed to sell his 
princess images to several publica- 
tions in Britain, Australia, and the US, 
and even I found a sucker for my 
Loch Ness photos. I balked at reveal- 
ing the location of Diana’s house (in 
the interim, we had found out where 
she was staying), despite a tabloid of- 
fer of $1000 cash, but I didn’t stay on 
the high road for long. A day later, 
Lovewell and I were featured on 
Entertainment Tonight, right after 
Michael Jackson and Lisa Marie Pres- 
ley’s honeymoon. 

It was our 15 minutes of embar- 
rassing, slightly tasteless fame — all 
at the expense of a princess trying to 
have a holiday. 

This weekend, as I watched the im- 
ages of Diana’s car wreck and the re- 
ports of paparazzi chasing her and 
Dodi al-Fayed through the Paris 
streets, | thought a lot about that 
week in 1994. I called Lovewell on the 
island. He kept insisting that we'd 
chased Diana differently, respectfully. 

I suppose he was right. I was re- 
minded of a moment after our Diana 
story was published, when one of the 
more aggressive photographers ap- 
proached me outside the Gazette of- 
fice and, in a rare moment of mod- 
esty, offered congratulations. 

“Say, ‘tween you and me,” he 
asked, “how’d you get those photos?” 
I told him about the yacht, about 
Ahab, about the chase, about feeling 

guilty and deciding to back off. 

The snapper chuckled. “You backed 
off on Diana?” he said, barely con- 
taining himself. “What’s wrong with 
you? I woulda parked a fuckin’ heli- 
copter on her deck.” ed

Joe Kennedy could never handle 
a media that built him up and 


tore him down

T 1:30 LAST THURSDAY after- 

noon, a good half-hour before Joe 

Kennedy was scheduled to do what 
almost no one thought still possible, the 
scene outside the Allston VFW hall was 
chaotic. 

Traffic on narrow Cambridge Street had 
slowed to a crawl, and pockets of curious 
onlookers were gathering along the side- 
walks to gawk at the six white TV satellite 
trucks packed into the hall’s grungy park- 
ing lot. Kennedy Inc. underlings milled 
about warily as adrenalized reporters 
jumped out of cars and taxis, and two 
Kennedy aides argued heatedly with three 
cameramen who intended to stake out the 
lot and film Kennedy’s arrival. The aides, 
blocking access to the building’s rear en- 
trance, were clearly under orders to pre- 
vent this, apparently because Kennedy was 
nursing a bum ankle he’d sprained playing 
touch football with Teddy and John-John 
the previous week. Bad symbolism: the six 
o’clock shows would be sure to lead with 
footage of Joe hobbling, and a voice-over 
declaring Kennedy had “limped away from 
the race.” 

But the camera grunts had their orders, 
too, and they weren’t budging. Profanities 
began to fly between a cameraman clad in 


jeans and T-shirt, camera on his shoulder 
and wires spilling down his back, and a 
burly, gray-suited Kennedy man with a 
careful coif. 

“I don’t see why you can’t just film him 
when he’s inside,” said the aide, his tone 
growing increasingly patronizing and con- 
temptuous. 

“We will,” replied the cameraman, his 
tone growing increasingly exasperated and 
resentful. “But we want to follow him in 
when he gets here.” 

When the aide threatened to call the 
cameraman’s boss, the guy exploded. 
“Go ahead and call my fucking desk!” he 
shrieked. “Because my editor assigned 
me to film him when he comes into the 
building.” 

A few minutes later, most of the camer- 
amen had been successfully expelled from 
the lot and were venting in a circle on the 
sidewalk. They’d been promised Kennedy 
wouldn’t be slipped past them, but they 
also knew better than to take these people 
at their word. 

“There’s a wide-open door in the back,” 
said one. “We’ve got it covered.” 

As griping about the control freaks of 
the Kennedy machine continued, one TV

reporter muttered out loud to no one in 
particular. “There’s a lot of anger,” he 
said, shaking his head slightly. “They’re 
angry at us.” 


ND SO it was, up to the very last mo- 

ments of Joe Kennedy’s aborted cam- 
paign for governor: toe-to-toe confronta- 
tion between the media and Kennedy’s 
handlers, who knew their man could never 
dismiss reporters with a quip and a quote 
the way Bill Weld had done. Kennedy was 
good at pounding the podium on the 
House floor, but he rarely handled hard 
questions well. Even before the scandal 
downpour, reporters had trouble gaining 
access to him. 

For Kennedy’s staff, moving him in 
public became something akin to trans- 
porting nuclear waste, requiring elaborate 
preparation and painstaking calculation. 


When Joe was on the ground, his handlers’ 


anxiety was palpable. If Kennedy was ever 
unaware of a reporter hovering near him 
at a public event, an aide would hustle 
over to alert him, so as to avoid — God 
forbid — an unguarded moment. 

That fear of a self-destruction was never 
more evident than in June, at the state 
Democratic convention in Salem, when 
the Sheila/ Michael tsunami was cresting. 
It was one of Joe’s first public appearances 
since the scandals had broken, and he was 


political oratory. 

About the booze-fueled lechery of his 
cousin Michael, it is often said that Joe 
was unfairly condemned by association. 
But the media explosion surrounding 
Michael did teach us something about Joe, 
who dissembled about what he knew of the 
affair and what he did to stop it. Those 
bumbled self-contradictions may have 
been attempts to keep his cousin out of 
jail. Nevertheless, Joe’s approach unset- 
tlingly echoed the way he handled another 
poisonous — and now seemingly forgot- 
ten — issue, his relationship with Clinton- 
scandal kingpin John Huang. (Kennedy 
returned thousands of dollars in suspect 
campaign contributions from Huang. 
Worse, though he initially claimed to know 
him only from a single fleeting handshake, 
he admitted later that they’d had two per- 
sonal meetings in which Huang sought po- 
litical favors.) 

More than any one scandal, though, 
what felled Kennedy was a media culture 
in which the invincibles are set up only to 
be destroyed. There is no organized con- 
spiracy (even if the excessive attention de- 
voted to his son’s fireworks accident sug- 
gests otherwise). The ebb and flow of the 
news tide simply demands backlash. Once 
Story A, the success story, is established, 
editors want something new. Thus, Story 
B: downfall. 

Consider Al Gore: in winter, he’s the 
darling of reporters who proclaim his di-

swarmed by a ravenous pack of TV crews 
as he worked the crowd of delegates. His 
press secretary, Brian O’Connor, appeared 
to be in a cold sweat, pale and harrowed like 
a man riding out a ferocious thunderstorm 


| in a single-engine prop plane. 


After Kennedy wrapped up the convention 
with a speech that included his fascinatingly 
hollow “apology” for his behavior toward 
Sheila, and for Michael’s behavior toward 
the Alicia Silverstone next door, Kennedy’s 
aides promised he would emerge for com- 
ments with reporters. Instead, he huddled in 
a small classroom (the convention was held 
at Salem State College) with his wife, Beth, 
and a couple of aides while more handlers 
guarded the door and offered conflicting in- 
formation about whether and when Kennedy 
would be available for questions. After sever- 
al reporters had wandered off, Kennedy 
slipped outside the convention hall to an 
obligatory clambake with union supporters. 
There, he succumbed to a few questions — 
but didn’t really answer any — before diving 
into a van that peeled out like an ambulance. 

Given what we know about Kennedy’s 
temper (there was, after all, “a lot of 
anger”), he actually handled scenes like 
these with surprising restraint. But his self- 
control plainly had been slipping away in 
recent weeks. Trying to reestablish some 
sense of normalcy, Kennedy began calling 
press conferences to tout nickel-and-dime 
legislative proposals. One such appearance 
was to announce a smartly conceived bill to 
help mom-and-pop businesses install af- 
fordable burglar alarms. But the event was 
dominated by questions about John-John’s 
baffling George essay. 

“Guys, c’mon,” Kennedy pleaded, shrug- 


~ ging off one question after another. But a 


sharp, menacing edge was creeping into his 
voice, the tone of a long-taunted schoolkid 
ready to shove back. “Come on, guys.” He 
was reaching his limit. 


AS KENNEDY the victim of disastrous 

luck? Sure. But that’s part of the busi- 
ness of politics, and when firecrackers go off 
in your face (figuratively or literally), a true 
political player has to handle it with skill and 
aplomb. Kennedy didn’t. 

The manufactured regrets Kennedy 
sputtered in Salem — getting them out of 
the way left him so relieved that he shifted 
without pause to perhaps his most spirited 
and enthusiastic speech of the year — de- 
serve to go down with Richard Nixon’s 
“Checkers” speech in the annals of craven 


vine right to the White House throne; by 
spring, he’s become the whipping boy for 
a bored Washington press corps. 

By the end of last year, Kennedy — with 
the help of hard spin and a $1 million me- 
dia blitz for a cakewalk of a reelection — 
had engineered an image of himself as un- 
stoppable force. But Kennedy’s personal 
political skills couldn’t support that image, 
and when his backlash struck, he folded. 

He might have done well to wait out the 
media cycle. Barring further scandal in the 
wake of a cataclysmic new revelation 
(there were recent hints of shady finances 
at Citizen’s Energy, the company he 
founded; or perhaps Sheila is saving 
something for her paperback edition), 
Kennedy would likely have benefited from 
a contrite media’s focus on his legislative 
record, marking the arrival of Story C: 
“He’s back!” He needed to look no further 
than the example of his Uncle Ted, who 
stared political oblivion in the eye three 
years ago and is now almost single-hand- 
edly keeping the Democratic left alive. 
Even Dick Morris, once excommunicated 
from polite society, is now inching back 
— again respectfully quoted in the New 
York Times and the New Yorker. 

Kennedy did know enough to recognize 
that the traditional media dead zone of La- 
bor Day weekend would at least partially 
stunt the hype surrounding his departure, 
a story of national proportions. What he 
couldn’t have known was that the death of 
a princess, perhaps the biggest interna- 
tional news story since O.J.’s acquittal, 
would explode two days after his an- 
nouncement, and provide even better cov- 
er for his escape. 

An ironic footnote: during the Michael 
Kennedy saga, a British tabloid photogra- 
pher faced criminal charges for running 
Michael’s wife off the road while chasing 
her for a photograph. The media may have 
helped drive Kennedy out of the race. At 
least in this case they didn’t drive anyone 
to her death. 


OW WE are left with Paul Cellucci, Joe 

Malone, Scott Harshbarger, and 
whichever new Democrats get into the 
race. In the collective consciousness, the 
governor’s race has suddenly gone from 
being a big-screen Technicolor epic to a 
crummy B-movie flickering on a rabbit- 
eared black-and-white. 

A few weeks ago, political writers were

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laughing at Ray Flynn. Now we are praying for him. A Harsh- 
barger-Cellucci debate might be policy-wonk heaven, but let's 
face it, most people would rather watch their leftover fried rice 
spinning in the microwave. 

Of course, Kennedy’s would-be opponents aren't a bit 
sorry about Joe’s exit. He may have been damaged, but 
they feared him nevertheless. And with the State House 
press scrambling from one press conference to another, 
they were tossing out celebratory sound bites Thursday af- 
ternoon. 

From a podium in a 20th-floor room at the McCormack 
state office building, where wall-to-wall windows offer a 
sweeping view of Boston, Harshbarger did an admirable job of 
maintaining attorney general—ish decorum, even though we all 
know that his Inner Scott was dancing like Deion Sanders af- 
ter a diving touchdown catch. 

As if the day hadn’t already underscored the way the press 
beast must be fed, Harshbarger’s attempt to refuse questions 
after his brief and gracious comments was met with such a 
swift and certain chorus of defiant “Oh, no”s, you might have 
thought the reporters were the law-enforcement officials in the 
room. Finally, Harshbarger, fleeing the unabated barrage of 
goading questions, tripped over a cameraman and nearly face- 
planted on his way to the safety of an adjacent private office. 

(Welcome to front-runnerdom, Scott: three days after 
Kennedy’s departure, the Sunday Globe ran a pointed article, 
headlined TENACITY MAY HAUNT HARSHBARGER, on his zealous

prosecution of leading state politicians, plus two unfriendly 
items in its insidery “Political capitol” column.) 

Across the street, a glowing Joe Malone was less subdued. 
He entertained a long series of questions, explained that he 
had bet a dollar with his press secretary, Eric Fehrnstrom, 
that the rumor of Kennedy’s withdrawal was false, and 
cheerily referred to Paul Cellucci as an “acting employee” — 
a line that left his aides at the back of the room wearing half- 
stifled smirks. 

Cellucci has stayed nicely above this fray, and he has 
probably become the new front-runner in the race. But the 
honeymoon smooches he’s getting — like a cuddly Sunday 
New York Times profile — don’t capture his early stumbles 
and flashes of discomfort. 

For instance, Cellucci stutter-stepped in the heat of last 
week’s area-code chaos, uncertain whether to go for a quick 
political win (by allowing a few towns to retain their old 
codes) at the risk of widespread confusion. And he might 
think twice about such mean-spirited projects as revoking 
the right of prison inmates to vote, which resulted in a recent 
search of several inmates’ cells by prison guards for political- 
action materials. Cellucci’s charming predecessor might 
have pulled that off without alarming independent voters. 
But that was Weld, this is now. 


HE ALLSTON VFW hall is a bleak, echoing little place, 

with striped linoleum floors, bad lighting, and low ceilings. 
A strange setting for high political drama. The fact that 
Kennedy hadn’t shown up more than 30 minutes after the 
slated 2 p.m. start of the press conference did prompt some 
chuckling speculation that he might have backed out of back- 
ing out — at that point, anything seemed possible. (One 
perky television producer spent much of the delay on a cell 
phone saying, “He’s in the building,” as if a covert operation 
were under way — and even though the building is so small it 
was plainly evident he wasn’t.) 

But when Kennedy finally appeared, fighting a losing battle 
against his limp, he delivered a flat and forgettable speech. 
Facing perhaps a dozen cameras, and with twice as many re- 
porters crowded on his right, Kennedy was nervous, and be- 
gan saying he wanted to run for governor “in 1988” before 
correcting himself. 

After fielding and not really answering one more round of 
questions, Kennedy fled the scene through the back door and 
hopped into a green minivan. As an aide urgently shouted 
“Go!” — like a marine sergeant dispatching parachuters — a 
blue Coupe de Ville that had been parked to block access to 
the lot was rolled out of the way. The minivan took off, and 
Kennedy, looking a little stunned by it all in the passenger 
seat, was gone. 

It had not been a good afternoon for Joe Kennedy. But had 
he heard it, Kennedy might have appreciated some commen- 
tary from the back of hall as he took the podium. 

At that moment, the throng of reporters, which-until that 
moment had respected duct-tape boundaries on the floor, 
surged forward for a better view of the defunct candidate. 

It was then that one unshaven, black-T-shirted Joe Sixpack 
of a guy, who appeared to have wandered in off the street for 
the spectacle, captured what the Kennedy camp had long been 
feeling but could never actually say. 

“They all come in like locusts,” he sneered. “Like rats in a 
garbage dump.” rd 
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More than seven years after one of the heists 
of the century, the case of the missing Gardner Museum 
paintings provokes an all-out media war 


The deal of the art

the century. In the early-morning hours 

of March 18, 1990, two men passing 
themselves off as Boston Police officers 
pushed their way into the Isabella Stewart 
Gardner Museum, handcuffed two security 
guards to the basement plumbing, and 
made off with 13 objects valued at $200 
million. The prize catch: The Storm in the 
Sea of Galilee, Rembrandt’s only seascape. 

Now the daring raid has become the sub- 
ject of one of the great media stories of the 
decade. 

For several weeks Boston Herald reporter 
Tom Mashberg had been reporting the 
claims of William Youngworth, a Randolph 
antiques dealer and ex-convict who said he 
could help lead authorities to the paintings. 
In return, Youngworth wanted the $5 mil- 
lion reward, immunity from prosecution, 
and freedom for his friend Myles Connor, a 
notorious art thief who’s serving a lengthy 
prison sentence. 

The rival Boston Globe first virtually ig- 
nored the story, then tried to play it down 
— until last Wednesday, August 27. That’s 
when Mashberg, beneath the front-page 
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that looked like it — “at a hid- 
ing place in a barren and forsak- 
en Northeast warchouse dis- 
trict.” Mailing tubes in a corner 
of the warehouse were alleged to 
contain other stolen paintings. 
Since then, the two papers 
have been slugging it out to 
learn whether the Rembrandt is 
the real thing, what Youngworth 
and Connor know and why they 
know it, and — most important 
— how the paintings, which 
may have been damaged by their 
rough storage, can be recovered. 
Both newsrooms are seething 
with tales of intrigue, backstab- 
bing, and revenge. At the Globe, 
where Mashberg worked for sev- 
eral years and madc himself 
supremely unpopular with his 
editors and some fellow staffers, 
there are murmurings that the 
reporter has gotten too close to 
Youngworth, and that he’ll pay for his indis- 
cretions. At the Herald, the key actors are 
playing it close to the vest, but some worry 
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that the editors might have overplayed the 
alleged Rembrandt sighting, since the paint- 
ing — as Mashberg himself has been careful 
to note — could turn out to be a fake. 

At the center of the controversy is Mash- 
berg himself, a cerebral yet mercurial 37- 
year-old who’s in the sticky position of hav- 
ing become a big part of the story he’s cov- 
ering. A dogged and talented reporter with a 
self-righteous streak that sometimes infuri- 
ates his editors, Mashberg declined to com- 
ment when reached at his home on Sunday 
morning. During a brief conversation, he 
seemed confident that when the story plays 
itself out he’ll be fully vindicated. 

He’d better hope so — especially since he 
may be facing a subpoena from federal au- 
thorities who want to question him about the 
paintings’ whereabouts. If he refuses to an- 
swer those questions, as he almost certainly 
would, he could be looking at a stint in jail. 


ESPITE THE Gardner’s status as a 

repository of some of the world’s great 
artworks, the quict, quirky, quintessentially 
Boston institution, located on the Fenway, 
was not particularly well known before the 
1990 theft. 

Isabella Stewart Gardner, a friend of 
Henry James and a subject of portrait artist 
John Singer Sargent, built her collection 
with the $1.5 million fortune left to her by 
her father, who died in 1891. With the help 
of art critic and connoisseur Bernard Beren- 
son, Gardner acquired works by Botticelli, 
Vermeer, and Rembrandt, as well as Titian’s 
Rape of Europa, considered the most impor- 
tant painting by that artist in America. The 
building, a fusty Italianate palazzo with a 
renowned garden in the central court, has 
remained essentially unchanged from the 
time of Gardner's death in 1924. 

The 1990 heist made the museum an un- 
likely media battleground. Within weeks of 
the robbery, the Globe ran a lengthy piece 
by art critic Christine Temin that took mu- 
scum officials to task for allowing both 
building and paintings to deteriorate and 
for paying insufficient attention to security.

Fox Butterfield wrote an article criticizing 
the Globe story as “an unfair attack.” 

After that dust-up, the theft pretty much 
disappeared from the news until August 4 of 
this year, when Mashberg, in a front-page 
exclusive, broke the news that federal law- 
enforcement officials were investigating new 
leads — and that Myles Connor, a legendary 
art thief long rumored to have been involved, 
might be the key to recov- 
ering the paintings. 

On August 10 Mash- 
berg reported on a raid of 
Connor associate William 
Youngworth’s antique 
shop, and on Young- 
worth’s claims that he’s 
tried to put his criminal 
past behind him. The final 
card was placed on the 
table on August 13, be- 
neath the front-page ban- 
ner headline LET’S MAKE A 
DEAL. Mashberg wrote 
that Youngworth — who 


eral emotional op-ed pieces in support of 
defendan.s Violet, Gerald, and Cheryl Ami- 
rault, while continuing to write news stories 
on the Amiraults’ legal appeals. 

The Gardner story has reportedly pro- 
duced similar concerns. Some Globe 
sources say Mashberg’s penchant for advo- 
cacy journalism is precisely why he may get 
burned by the Gardner story. The Herald's 
top editors, though, are 
said to have put consider- 
able effort into assuring 
themselves that Mashberg’s 
relationship with Young- 
worth is sufficiently arm’s- 
length. Herald editor Andy 
Costello pronounces him- 
self satisfied on that score, 
defending Mashberg as a 
“consummate professional” 
and accusing the Globe, 
which has been making in- 
quiries concerning Mash- 
berg’s conduct, of “trying 
to create some sort of di- 
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{ berg writing “multi-take hate mail to his own 
{ editors.” The end came in the spring of 


“ready to facilitate” the re- 
covery of the paintings 
stolen from the Gardner. 

The Globe, meanwhile, 
was slow off the mark, 
running just a news brief 
and an AP story in the 
opening weeks of the 
chase. By last week, the 
paper was finally up to 
speed, assigning veteran 
reporters Stephen 
Kurkjian, Ric Kahn, and 
Judy Rakowsky, and pay- 
ing particular attention to 
reports that federal offi- 
cials wanted to question 
Connor. 

The Globe suffered a 
major setback, though, 
when Mashberg reported 
that he had actually seen 
the alleged Rembrandt — 
especially since, on that 
very day, the Globe ran a 
story by Kahn and 
Kurkjian reporting that 
museum officials had dis- 
missed Youngworth’s de- 
scription of several robbery 
details as flat-out wrong. 

Given the ugly nature of 
his 1994 departure from the Globe, Mash- 
berg must be taking considerable satisfac- 
tion in the most recent turn of events. 

Mashberg, a Brown graduate who was 
raised in Manhattan, actually began his ca- 
reer at the Herald in 1982, and from there 
began a rather meteoric ascent: to the 
Globe in 1986 and to the New York Times a 
year later. He left the Times in 1991 to ac- 
cept a fellowship in Los Angeles, and ended 
up covering the Rodney King riots for the 
Globe. He returned to the Globe as its New 
York bureau chief and came back to Boston 
about a year later. 

While at the Globe, Mashberg built a rep- 
utation as.a top-notch reporter and as a 
loose cannon who often feuded with his su- 
pervisors. One Globe source recalls Mash- 


1994, after a Globe article wrongly accused 
Herald reporter Beverly Ford of falsely at- 
tributing quotes to the widow of an elderly 
minister who died in a botched police raid. 
Mashberg, full of righteous indignation, 
wrote an opinion piece accusing his editors 
of “serious lapses in editing judgment.” After 
the Globe refuscd to run it, he gave it to the 


|| Herald, and resigned several weeks later. He 


freelanced for a few months, writing several 
pieces for the Phoenix, and joined the 
Herald’s staff later in the year. 

Mashberg has thrived at the less-bureau- 
cratic Herald. But even though he quickly 
established himself as a star performer, it’s 
an open secret that his passionate involve-

credit Mashberg’s report- 
ing as “sour grapes,” 
adding: “This is one of the 
few times I have found 
journalists to be acting 
worse than lawyers.” 
Besides, passionate in- 
volvement does not pre- 
clude fair, accurate report- 
ing. “I have some respect 
for Mashberg,” says a 
Globe source. “He’s done 
some crazy things, things 
that were not in his inter- 
est. But he’s a bright guy 
and an ethical journalist.” 


ASHBERG’S NEXT 

hurdle is likely to be a 
legal one: federal investiga- 
tors are obviously eager to 
know the location of the 
warehouse to which Mash- 
berg was taken, especially 
now that details he offered 
to museum officials make it 
appear more likely that the 
Rembrandt he saw under 
the glow of a flashlight was 
authentic. 

Mashberg’s best defense 
against a federal subpoena 
would be to say that he didn’t know the 
warehouse’s location because, for example, 
he was led there blindfolded. But neither he 
nor Costello will say whether that’s the case. 
The second-best defense, according to Jane 
Kirtley, executive director of the Reporters 
Committee for Freedom of the Press, would 
be for the Herald to assert that it has already 
published everything it knows. Which is pre- 
cisely what Costello says in his carefully re- 
hearsed statements. 

This is obviously a dicey time for the 
Herald. Costello and company know they | 
may have the scoop of the year. But they 
also know that if the painting Mashberg 
saw turns out to be a fake, they’ll look pret- 
ty foolish, no matter how careful Mashberg 
has been to say that he can’t vouch for its 
authenticity. And if Billy Youngworth’s role 
is shown to be more sinister than than of a 
“facilitator,” then the Herald will stand ac- 
cused of providing aid and comfort to 
someone who clearly deserved neither. 
Youngworth was scheduled to be inter- 
viewed on ABC’s Nightline Wednesday 
night; perhaps the answers to some of these 
questions will now start to emerge. 

There’s talk in some circles that Mash- 
berg and his editors have battled over how 
the story has been handled. Asked about 
that, Mashberg responded, “I’m very com- 
fortable with the way they’re handling this 
story right now.” But asked whether he and 
his editors have been on the same page 
from the beginning, Mashberg paused be- 
fore answering carefully: “This has been 
uncharted territory for all of us.” a

THE COUNCILOR: Davis- Mullen 
has the support of Boston's gay and 
lesbian leaders. But is she an advocate 
or an oppurtunist?

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South Boston’s Peggy Davis-Mullen — a city councilor with a 
conservative past — is becoming a consensus candidate for Boston’s gay 
and lesbian community. It says a lot about the candidate. 

It also says a lot about the state of gay politics in the city. 


HE CONSERVATIVES LIKE her. So 

do the moderates. Even the liberals 

are coming around, and this fall; in- 
cumbent Peggy Davis-Mullen is expected 
to win the endorsement of almost every 
one of Boston’s important gay and lesbian 
political leaders in her quest for an at-large 
city-council seat. 

Wait a second. Rewind. Peggy Davis- 
Mullen? 

Yup. As Election Day approaches, the 
savvy South Boston politician is reaching 
beyond her moderate-conservative neigh- 
borhood base and courting traditionally 
liberal voters. She’s speaking up on issues 
like health care and arts funding, she’s 
publicly backing liberal city-council candi- 
date Frank Jones, and now she’s winning 
surprising new allies in the city’s gay and 
lesbian community. A nonpareil cam- 
paigner and a Menino critic with mayoral 
ambitions of her own, Davis-Mullen has 
wooed the right gay activists, attended the 
right events, and most important, cast the 
right votes during her two city-council 
terms — including a March 1996 vote in 
favor of domestic-partnership benefits for 
city employees. 

The payoff? Prominent leaders like ac- 
tivist/attorney Vin McCarthy, Massachu- 
setts Lesbian and Gay Alliance chairperson 
Dena Lebowitz, and Michael Greene, pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Gay and Les- 
bian Equal Rights Lobby, are touting 
Davis-Mullen as a consensus-building city- 
council candidate. This Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 9, Davis-Mullen is expected to score 
her biggest prize yet: the official endorse- 
ment of the alliance, Boston’s largest gay 
and lesbian political organization. 

“Peggy has been there for us,” says the 
Alliance’s Lebowitz. 

But not everyone is convinced. There are 
activists who recall Davis-Mullen’s conser- 
vative history — and her ambiguous be- 
havior during the 1995—96 domestic-part- 
nership controversy — and wonder how 
the city’s gay and lesbian leaders can 
champion her as a devoted friend. And 
some think that Davis-Mullen’s record on 


gay issues isn’t bad, but is considerably less 


stellar than her boosters suggest.

Davis-Mullen, but I’m wary of us jumping 
full steam ahead . . . when it’s not clear 
she’s always been with us,” says Gary Daf- 
fin, chairman of the Massachusetts Gay 
and Lesbian Political Caucus, which has 
backed Frank Jones in the at-large council 
race. “Somehow, it seems that we have 


taken a step backwards.” 

No one disputes that Davis-Mullen says 
the right things about gay issues, and that 
she’s a much better choice than, say, Dap- 
per O'Neil or Mickey Roache. Indeed, it’s 
hard to find a gay or lesbian advocate who 
won't vote for her reelection. But the ques- 


tion remains: if a politician like Peggy 
Davis-Mullen can become the candidate of 
choice for Boston's lesbian and gay voters, 
what does that say about the state of Bos- 
ton’s gay and lesbian politics? 


HE 1990 governor's race taught the 

state’s political establishment a valu- 
able lesson: gay and lesbian voters are a 
large and influential force, capable of 
making the difference in a tight contest. 

It’s no secret that strong, organized sup- 
port from the gay community helped push 
a Republican candidate, William Weld, 
into office over Democrat John Silber. 
Observers across the Massachusetts polit- 
ical landscape — politicians who might 
have avoided gay and lesbian groups in 
the past — took notice. 

It’s taken a few years, but Davis-Mullen 
has caught on to the potential political 
power of this community. Though she in- 
sists that she’s always been supportive of 
gay issues — and, in return, had gay and 
lesbian support in previous elections — it’s 
clear that the councilor has recently 
stepped up her advocacy. She’s attended 4 
important community events, including a 
March | Back Bay vigil for slain male pros- 
titute Lee Thompson, where she was the 
only city councilor to show up. She’s also 
been outspoken in her support of increased 
funding for people living with HIV and 
AIDS, criticizing Mayor Menino for not al- 
locating more money. 

Davis-Mullen has also been a terrific 
networker in the community. Though the 
gay and lesbian vote is politically attractive 
and powerful, it’s by no means monolithic, 
especially in Boston. Getting everyone on 
the same page can be difficult. But insiders 
marvel at how Davis- Mullen has secured 
the endorsement of old-school progressives 
like the Alliance’s Lebowitz and more con- 
servative voices like Vin McCarthy — who 
are spearheading the effort in gay and les- 
bian circles to get her reelected. 

“Peggy is gutsy,” says McCarthy, who 
also backed Davis-Mullen’s reelection bid 
two years ago. “She stands up for people 
in a time when too many politicians want 
to hang around their offices, thinking

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about what they want to run for next. She’s 
out there on the firing line.” 

Indeed, Davis-Mullen’s gay and lesbian 
supporters admire the councilor’s maverick 
reputation and her penchant for rough- 
and-tumble politics. They aren’t troubled 
by Davis-Mullen’s combative relationship 
with the Menino Administration, or her 
roots in South Boston — not exactly a bas- 
tion of freethinking and tolerance. No, sup- 
porters say, the fact that Davis-Mullen isn’t 
cut from the same liberal cloth as the typi- 
cal pro-gay politician has actually worked 
to her benefit. 

“It takes honor and respect, but not lead- 
ership, to represent a progressive ward with 
progressive votes,” says the Equal Rights 
Lobby’s Greene. “But it takes courage and 
leadership to represent a conservative base 
of support with the record of Peggy Davis- 
Mullen.” 

But what is her record? Foremost is her 
March 1996 vote in favor of the domestic- 
partnership bill, which would extend 
health-insurance benefits to the partners of 
gay and lesbian city workers. The bill is 
currently mired in the State House; Davis- 
Mullen wants Menino to pry it loose and 
enact it by executive order. (Menino’s 
lawyers think that would be illegal.) The 
councilor backs increased spending for 
AIDS research, care, and education, as well 
as substance-abuse prevention; and she 
supports an improved breast-cancer-pre- 
vention program, a major women’s issue 
that’s been championed by lesbian activists. 

Until this year’s city-council race, how- 
ever, Davis-Mullen wasn’t seen as a natural 
choice for Boston’s gay and lesbian elec- 
torate. Why is she reaching out now — and 
more to the point, why is that community 
taking her in? 

On the one hand, it looks like another 
bid by Davis-Mullen to get more liberal 
votes and broaden her constituency beyond 
her South Boston turf. The Menino Ad- 
ministration won't campaign for her, and 
after taking heat for backing the Krafts in 
the South Boston football-stadium battle, 
Davis-Mullen needs all the votes outside 
her home base that she can get. 

But it’s also true that Boston’s gay and 
lesbian community, always looking for few

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more friends on city council, has eagerly 
welcomed Davis-Mullen. Gone are such 
long-time allies as Bruce Bolling and 
Rosaria Salerno, as well as David Scon- 
dras, the city’s first and only openly gay 
city councilor. Though the current council 
is not necessarily regarded as hostile to- 
ward gay issues — Back Bay/Fenway dis-

trict councilor Tom Keane’s work on do- 
mestic partnership, for example, won par- 
ticular praise — there is a sense it could be 
a lot more supportive of them. 

“We've lost some of the heroes from the 
past,” says Don Gorton, a lawyer and for- 
mer Alliance chairman. “There’s no one 
out there who stands out as a long-time 
supporter of gay and lesbian issues. We’re 
looking for new opportunities . . . and 
Peggy seems to be one.” 


UT IS she an opportunity or an oppor- 

tunist? Davis-Mullen’s critics in Bos- 
ton’s gay community suggest that the coun- 
cilor’s current strategy is an act of despera- 
tion, fueled only by the erosion of her 
Southie political base. They remember 
Davis-Mullen as a candidate who barely 
acknowledged topics like domestic part- 
nership and AIDS the first time she ran for 
the council, back in 1993. And they can’t 
ignore Davis-Mullen’s participation in 
Southie’s St. Patrick’s Day parade, an event 
that many gays and lesbians have come to 
see as a symbol of entrenched homophobia. 

It's not that critics think Davis-Mullen is 
hiding antigay skeletons in her closet. They 
just don’t think she has done enough to earn 
such a flood tide of gay and lesbian support. 

“I think Peggy has been there for us re- 
cently, but I’m surprised to see people be 
so strongly supportive of her,” says Daf- 
fin, of the Gay and Lesbian Political Cau- 
cus. “I don’t think she has that strong of a 
history.” 

Additional questions surround Davis- 
Mullen’s role in the domestic-partnership 
fight. Eyebrows were raised at City Hall by 
an August 17, 1997, Boston Globe column 
by Alan Lupo, in which the Lesbian and 
Gay Alliance’s Dena Lebowitz praised the 
councilor as a “leader” in the effort to se- 
cure domestic-partnership benefits. 
Though there is little doubt that Davis- 
Mullen’s vote was critical to securing the 
bill’s 9-4 passage, people who were there 
— including the bill’s architect, Thomas 
Keane — don’t necessarily remember her 
as a leader. 

“To describe Peggy as a key advocate 
for this bill,is substantially incorrect,” says 
Keane. 

In fact, Keane maintains that Davis- 
Mullen was missing in action during much 








of the 1995-96 domestic-partnership bat- 
tle. When she finally got involved, Keane 
says, it was to “water down” the bill by 
adding language that would give long-time 
heterose« ual couples the same insurance 
benefits. (Including heterosexual couples in 
a domestic-partnership bill makes it more 
saleable to politicians, but critics say it un- 
dermines the symbolic significance of such 
legislation — namely, validating the unions 
of people who cannot legally marry. Keane 
tried, and failed, to remove heterosexual 
couples from his bill.) 

And Davis-Mullen’s foes inside City Hall 
say she didn’t just want to dilute the do- 
mestic-partnership bill; she would have 
preferred to avoid it altogether. Mayoral 
aide Gary Sandison claims that Davis- 
Mullen lobbied hard to delay a vote on the 
bill — largely because she didn’t want it to 
be on the minds of Southie constituents at 
the upcoming St. Patrick’s Day parade. Ac- 
cording to a March 13, 1996, story in the 
Globe, Davis-Mullen was so miffed by the 
timing of the domestic-partnership vote 
that she engaged in an obscenity-laced 
shouting match with another councilor that 
sent staffers “scurrying for cover.” 

“She was actually an obstructionist,” 
says Sandison, who is openly gay. “She just 
didn’t want to deal with it, and kept hold- 
ing it up.” 

It’s obvious that now, more than a year 
after the domestic-partnership showdown, 
Davis-Mullen’s critics are perturbed that 
she has so much support from the gay and 
lesbian community — and even gets credit 
for the passage of the bill. 

“I see this as a calculated effort at getting 
votes,” Keane says. 

Listening to Keane and Sandison, it’s 
difficult to tell where the valid criticism of 
Davis-Mullen’s behavior stops and the fa- 
miliar anti- Davis-Mullen rhetoric begins. 
After all, Davis-Mullen did vote in favor of 
the bill. And even if she hasn’t always been 
a passionate advocate for gay and lesbian 
issues, even if she marches in the St. 
Patrick’s Day parade, isn’t she allowed to 
grow as a politician, and commit herself to 
a new cause? And isn’t the gay community 
entitled to welcome her into the fold? 

Even Keane concedes the latter two 
points. “Perhaps the fact that Peggy’s mak- 
ing overtures to the gay community argues 
very strongly that gay political issues now 
cut across all political stripes,” he says. 
“Today, you don’t have to be a progressive, 
a liberal, or a left-winger to be a friend to 
gays.” 





OR HER part, Davis-Mullen greets the 

skeptics with the resigned tone of some- 
one who’s quite accustomed to greeting 
skeptics. Over the course of her political 
career, she explains, she’s grown accus- 
tomed to defending herself, whether the is- 
sue is neighborhood schools, city budgets, 
or gay rights. 

“People will make judgments about me 
because of where | happen to live, or be- 
cause I’m Irish Catholic, or whatever,” 
Davis-Mullen says. “I’m hoping, at some 
point, that there won’t be so many hoops 
that I'll have to go through. I think that peo- 
ple should judge me by my acts and deeds, 
and not by what other people might say.” 

The councilor rejects Keane’s claim that 
she is trumpeting gay and lesbian issues in a 
transparent effort to win votes. Though she 
acknowledges that issues like domestic part- 
nership and AIDS funding haven't always 
been on her front burner, she says she’s al- 
ways been sympathetic to these causes, and 
is comfortable with her record of service. 
People who know her and have followed her 
career closely, Davis-Mullen says, don’t find 
it surprising that she’s found a growing au- 
dience in the gay community. 

Davis-Mullen strongly disagrees with 
the version of the events offered by Keane 
and the Menino camp on the domestic- 
partnership battle. She says her vote was 
“always firm,” and that her bid to include 
unmarried heterosexual couples in the 
bill’s language was simply an attempt to 
avert a legislative defeat. “The magic 
number is seven [votes], and you want to 
get the end result,” she says. “That’s what 
I was focusing on.” 

Furthermore, Davis-Mullen thinks the 
timing of the domestic-partnership vote was 











specifically intended to intimidate her, prac- 
tically on the eve of the St. Patrick’s Day pa- 


rade, into withdrawing her support for the 
bill. Though she still resents this maneuver, 


she points out that the plan backfired — un- 
daunted, she voted for the bill, and marched 


in the parade a few days later. 
“They thought I would fold because of 
that,” the councilor says. “I'd say Tom 


Keane was a part of it, perhaps because [he 


and his allies] wanted to get all the glory 
for themselves . . . but | was there when I 
needed to be there.” 

It’s clear that Davis-Mullen would 
rather talk about the present than rehash 
old squabbles with City Hall foes. She’d 
rather talk about the fate of the domestic- 
partnership bill in the legislature (“It’s

hope that people understand.” 
OES DAVIS-MULLEN have what it 
takes to become a political leader for 
the city’s gay and lesbian community? 
Many of the community's leaders say yes, 
and are banking on her. In the coming 
weeks, activists plan to campaign hard for 


Davis-Mullen and Frank Jones to fill two of 


the four available at-large seats. (The 
September 23 preliminary election shrinks 
the at-large field from nine to eight candi- 
dates; the general election is November 3.) 

“Peggy is straightforward and sincere,” 
says the Alliance’s Lebowitz. “People grow 
and change throughout their careers. And 
she is someone who did.” 

Still, the rise of Peggy Davis-Mullen as 
the gay and lesbian community’s candidate

struggling up at the Hill, and it needs to 
happen”), the need to increase AIDS 
funding from its current $100,000 per 
year (“When you spend $2 million putting 
a new roof on a clubhouse at a golf 

‘course, you could easily spend half a mil- 
lion on AIDS funding”), or breast-cancer 
prevention (one of Davis-Mullen’s ideas is 
for a medical van to provide breast exams 
in city neighborhoods). 

But instead, Davis-Mullen finds herself 
fighting old ghosts. It’s become too pre- 
dictable, she says: whenever she reaches out 
into a new constituency beyond South Bos- 
ton, she gets whacked by an old-boys net- 
work that likes to sucker-punch her with the 
opportunist label. And whenever she takes 
on a progressive cause, she is forced to carry 
the baggage of her controversial hometown. 

Take, for example, the St. Patrick’s Day 
parade. As long as she continues to march, 
people will ask Davis-Mullen to explain 
herself. This is not some cheap-shot issue 
easily dismissed; the parade is such a hot 
button among Boston's gays and lesbians 
that Menino avoids it completely. This is 
where being a gay-friendly candidate from 
a place like South Boston stops being a 
mere novelty — and starts getting sticky. 

“You're talking about my home,” Davis- 
Mullen says, picking her words with cau- 
tion. “You're talking about an institution, 
that parade, that has been a part of my life 
for 37 years. .. . I’m not going to make 
people happy 100 percent of the time. I’m 
only human. We’re not always going to get 
it right. You do the best you can, and you 


for city council may say more about the 
state of Boston gay politics than it does 
about the candidate herself. On the one 
hand, it’s impressive that the community 
feels it can embrace a city councilor who 
is most closely identified with the conser- 
vative traditions of her neighborhood. As 
little as a decade ago, such a relationship 
would have been deemed impossible. 

But there’s also a sense that Boston’s gay 
and lesbian community needs more than 
new allies and consensus-building. As Don 
Gorton says, the old heroes are long gone. 
Perhaps as a result, gay and lesbian issues 
often don’t command the kind of attention 
in Boston city politics that they do in New 
York or San Francisco. That needs to 
change. There are still fights left to be 
fought — domestic partnership was just a 
start, activists say — and the next genera- 
tion of advocates, on city council and else- 
where, must take the battle for equality 
even further. 

Is Davis-Mullen ready? 

“A long time ago, we simply wanted 
politicians to open the door and let us talk 
to them about supporting pro-gay legisla- 
tion,” says Gary Daffin. “We were simply 
asking to be protected and not discriminat- 
ed against. We didn’t want much. We just 
didn’t want fo be fired from our jobs or 
lose basic accommodations. 

“But now,” he says, “our standards are 
much higher.” eS

Tattoo you 


Henna isn’t just for hair anymore 


HE ANCIENT ART of Mehndi design has its roots 

in India, where women gather before weddings to 

beautify the bride’s hands and feet with intricate 
brown tracery in dye made from henna powder. Now 
Westerners have gotten their hands on the tradition — 
literally. The telltale brown filigrees of Mehndi are 
appearing on the hands, ankles, and other parts of 
women (and sometimes men) in Boston and other 
tuned-in American cities. 

MoonScents, a 10-year-old mail-order shop at 46 
Waltham Street, in the South End, sells Mehndi kits and 
all the basic materials necessary to create temporary 
tattoos on your own. Owner Leslie Jones says the rea- 
son for the art's sudden popularity is simple: “It’s the 
perfect tattoo — it goes away. You can change it every 
week. A lot of people say to me, ‘I want to test out the 
way this tattoo looks.’ The Mehndi is like an engagement 
to a tattoo without the messy divorce.” 

Jones also applies Mehndi by appointment; her prices 
range from $5 for a simple one-finger ring design to 
$100 for an intricate pattern covering the entire hand. 
On September 20 and 21, during South End Open 
Studios, she’ll be taking walk-in clients and demonstrat- 
ing her designs to passersby. Call (800) 368-7417 or 
(617) 482-0472. 

She’s not alone in her appreciation of the 
craft. In Cambridge, the same weekend, Deb 
Colburn will be hosting two days’ worth of 
Mehndi demonstrations at Nomad (1741 Mass 
Ave, 617-497-6677). Colburn, who sees 
Mehndi as “another form of body jewelry,” got 
her first henna tattoo in 1967, during a trip to 
Morocco. She sells books, stencils, and Mehndi 
kits. 

Then there’s Dragonfly, a vintage-clothing and 
novelty shop in Inman Square, that just spon- 
sored an informal henna-tattoo gathering. It 
was led by Zoe Timms, who recently spent a 
year in India, where she took a intensive 
course in traditional Mehndi design. She plans 
on holding more sessions around Thanksgiving

and Christmas; for information, call Dragonfly at (617) 
492-4792. And Rites of Passage, a professional body 
piercing studio and art gallery in Allston, will be offering 
Mehndi appointments a few nights a week. beginning in 
mid-September; call (617) 783-1918. 

For the artistic and the penny-wise, Mehndi makes a 
fine DIY project. Henna powder (note that this is not the 
same product as hair-coloring henna) is available at 
Shalimar, in Central Square, and other Indian food 
stores. In a ceramic bowl, mix the powder with black tea 
or a combination of eucalyptus oil and citrus juice — all 
of which help brighten the dye’s final color and lengthen 
its duration. When the mix reaches the consistency of 
toothpaste, let it stand for three to four hours. To apply 
the paste to the skin — either freehand or with a stencil 
— you can use a traditional henna cone (a bag with a 
pinprick at the end), an aluminum tube, a small plastic 
squeeze bottle, a calligraphy pen, or even a stick. After 
the paste begins to dry, set the stain by dabbing it with a 
solution of one part sugar and three parts lemon juice. 
Four hours of drying time should be enough to make a 
lasting impression. 

Fingers and palms stain darker than most other areas 
of skin; the stomach and the back of the neck don't 


absorb the henna as well. The fairer your skin, the more 
orange the color will be; the darker your skin, the more 
brown. If you don’t clean up an accidental smudge 
immediately, you’re stuck with it; soap and a little rub- 
bing alcohol will speed the fading process, which usually 
takes about one to three weeks. Avoid “black” henna, 
which contains a nonnatural dye, and remember: 
Mehndi takes a very steady hand, so go easy on the 


caffeine if you’re the one doing the designing.

I lie in bed, Alice K.like, pondering the difference 
between solitude and isolation. 

What a subtle distinction. What a fine, thin line exists 
between the two. And how easily — how easily, and how 
insidiously — you can slip from one to the other, shift- 
ing in the process from a quiet contentment to a quiet, 
and far more persistent, despair. 

| spend way too much time alone. This is, in part, an 
occupational hazard: I work out of my house, which 
means it’s possible for me to go through an entire work- 
ing day without uttering a word to another living soul 
save my dog. I also live alone, so the solitary grind of 
nine-to-five can be 
bracketed by hours of 
solitude on either end. 
Hours of it: waking up 
alone and walking the 
dog alone in the morn- 
ing; eating alone and 
watching TV alone at 
night. Alone, alone, 
alone. 

This is a deeply mixed 
blessing, this degree of 
independence, for it 
forces you daily — 
sometimes hourly — to 
confront that elusive line, 
to gauge where you 
stand on the continuum 
between contentment 
and despair, and to fend 
off the latter when it hits, 
which it always does, 
sometimes often and 
always hard. 


A SUNDAY MORNING. Sunshine streams through 


NOT LONG ago, ona 
bright Sunday in late 
July, | drove out to a 
piece of conservation 
land in Weston and went 
running with the dog, 
just the two of us. I'd 
been alone a lot over the preceding week, the few humans 
I see with some regularity having all gone on vacation or 
away on business simultaneously, and I was aware of a 
shift in my outlook, aware that the buildup of too many 
hours and days and activities spent in solitude was having 
a vaguely corrosive effect on my soul, making me a little 
nuts. That’s how it tends to happen: you spend a little 
time alone — a few nights in a row, or a few uninterrupt- 
ed workdays — and for a while you feel okay, comfort- 
able and self-sufficient. And then something changes, an 
odd self-consciousness creeps in. You find yourself think- 
ing in full sentences: Here | am, making dinner alone. 
Here.I am, brushing my teeth alone. The solitary home 
begins to feel like a prison instead of a sanctuary; the idea 
of a social life begins to feel foreign and confusing, like 
something you’ve simply forgotten how to do. 

Solitude is like a protective older brother or an old 
and dear friend, someone you know well enough to 
share silence with. Solitude soothes, whispers pleasant 
messages: Sit down, relax, take a little break from the 
fray — you deserve it. Isolation is more like solitude’s 
evil twin, an abusive relative who arrives unannounced 
and starts berating you: You loser! You're hopeless! No 
wonder you have no friends. Or worse, it starts telling 
you lies, whispering seductively: You know, it says, you 
don't really need other people in your life. The world 
out there is scary and full of peril — disappointment 
and disconnection. Stay here alone, with me, where it’s 
safe. These are the voices that lead you to turn down 
dinner invitations, that keep you from picking up the 
phone to call your friends, that trigger the slow down- 
ward spiral: solitude becomes loneliness; loneliness 
becomes despondency; despondency becomes inertia 
and despair. 

I thought about this a lot as | was running: how quick- 
ly that soothing sense of self-sufficiency can be replaced 


by the sense of estrangement, and how difficult it is to 
get back into the world once you’ve stepped away from 
it, as though you’ve entered some alien orbit and can’t 
quite propel yourself back into the normal, human one. 
Solitude is about cultivating peace and quiet; isolation is 
about yielding to fear, and the more you yield to fear, the 
tighter its grip on you becomes. Spend too much time 
without people and the simplest social activities — meet- 
ing someone for coffee, going out to dinner — begin to 
seem monumental and scary and exhausting, the inter- 
personal equivalent of trying to swim to France. 

It’s important to be able to spend time alone, to know 
you can survive loneliness when it creeps up, to learn 
how to fill empty hours with things that comfort and 





amuse you. I’m a great believer in this, and I’ve worked 
hard at living alone, but I’m not always very good at 
knowing when I’m veering across the line, or at stopping 
myself before I’ve sunk too deeply into the quicksand of 
isolation. 


SOLITUDE IS not just a state of being alone; it’s a 
skill that requires practice, and if you fail to exercise 
the right social muscles on a regular basis, you start to 
atrophy, from the inside out. | have to remember this: I 
need to spend time with people — real human beings 
— at least two nights a week. I need to pick up the 
phone and call someone when I begin to feel myself 
spiraling downward, inward. If I get too far outside the 
human orbit, my perspective gets skewed and I find 
myself feeling disoriented, whacked-out, self-absorbed, 
all systems depressed. Above all, I start to get in my 
own way. 

Running along that day, | tried to believe | was taking 
care of myself. See? Here | am, bounding through the 
woods with my dog. A good and healthy activity, evidence 
of my self-sufficiency. We ran and ran — endorphin city. 
Then we went for a leisurely stroll, wandered over to a 
pond. I threw sticks for the dog, smiled at her while she 
swam. Mood lifted, light returned. Heading back to my 
car, | thought: / can do this. | can spend all this time 
alone and enjoy it. And then | looked down at my hand 
and realized that somewhere along the line I’d dropped 
my keys. I’d been holding them while I ran, and in some 
fit of disoriented stupidity, I’d simply lost them — car 
key, house keys, all my keys. There was no one to help 
me find them. I couldn’t think of a single person who 
had an extra set. There I was, alone. 

This image stuck with me for days: the joy and despair 
of solitude, a testimony to how good it can be, and also 
how bad. i]

But over time I’ve learned that this 
kind of behavior is just not nice. Besides, there’s an easy answer to 
your question. Water doesn’t burn because it’s already burnt. 

Oh, sure, it doesn’t look burnt. Nonetheless, it’s one of the 
chief products of combustion. Light a candle, and what do you 
get? Mainly carbon dioxide and water. We started off with a 
hydrocarbon, and the hydrogen oxidized. The result is water, a 
substance far more stable and thus less flammable than an 
unburnt mixture of hydrogen and oxygen.

On one of the two, at this instant, is the new hit 

video for the new hit single on rap’s latest smash al- 
bum: “Mo Money Mo Problems,” by the Notorious 
B.I.G., who was gunned down earlier this year. But this 
isn’t about the death of B.I.G., or the overhyped rap ri- 
valries that brought it about. This is about something far 
less serious. This is about B.1.G.’s golf cap. 

This is also about the video itself. It features rap’s current 
. favorite heavyweight, Sean “Puffy” Combs, a/k/a Puff 
Daddy. The video begins with Puffy, sporting a Lacoste- 
type golf shirt and full golfer gear, sinking the winning 
putt in a tournament before a huge crowd. Ten years ago 
this would have been bizarre, the spectacle of rappers 
heading out to play a quick 18. But suddenly golf is down, 
and not just with rappers: it’s rockers and slackers, as well 
as pro basketball, baseball, and hockey players, who are 
hitting the links. And in urban neighborhoods from the 
Bronx to Dorchester, kids are sporting golf visors and polo 
shirts, the tokens of the country club. 

Despite what the media would have you believe, this 
has little to do with golf's new wunderkind, or with his 
sponsor, Nike. Almost a decade ago, Biz Markie followed 
up “You Got What I Need” with “It’s Spring Again,” the 
video for which featured the Biz in golf beret and knickers, 
madcapping it around the fairways. The Beastie Boys 
carried clubs on Lollapalooza ’93, and Dinosaur Jr.’s J. 
,Mascis used a golf CD-ROM to promote 1994’s Without 
a Sound. 

Golf has filtered through to the MTV mainstream, with 
bubble-gummers like Collective Soul and Hootie angling for 
their piece of hipster pie by holding celeb golf tournaments 
for charity.

parties and an occasional makeout spot. 

Cooler full of beer in hand, we pay $16 apiece at Firefly 
and encounter two of what will turn out to be many ob- 
stacles. The first is that the guy working the counter, eye- 
ing our outfits and our cooler, refuses to rent us carts. 
“It’s too late in the day,” he stammers. “I'll never get 
them back before closing time.” The excuse rings funny, 
but okay, fine. 

The second thing is that the course is packed. It’s a 
gorgeous Sunday, the first cool day after a couple of 
scorching weeks, and Tiger’s already out of contention in 
the big golf tournament on TV, so everybody’s here. Be- 
cause of the crowd, we'll have to wait some time to tee 
off, and there are a lot of people congregated around the 
first tee. This means that a lot of people will be watching 
us, and although I have no doubt they will be awed and 
astonished by my massive first-ever drive, | must admit 
that the gallery has me jumpy. 

During our wait, | introduce myself to the people be- 
hind us — two women, maybe in their 50s, named Dee 
and Pat.

In Chapel Hill, North Carolina, one 
of the state university’s young, talented basketball players 
met one of its young, talented golfers. Michael Jordan and 
Davis Love III became fast friends, and golf’s fortunes 
turned. Jordan showed an interest in golf, Davis support- 
ed him, and Jordan learned to love it. 

Jordan also became the most emulated person on the 
planet. Whatever Mike wore, everyone wore; whatever 
Mike drank, everyone drank; whatever Mike did, every- 
one did — and that included playing golf. 








Following Jordan’s lead, “the more athletic players 
started to take it up,” says Phil Fecteau, head teaching 
pro at Firefly. “They have a huge influence — they make 
it normal.” 

As basketball and baseball players started talking about 
working on their golf swing during the off-season, people 
started paying more and more attention to golf. Joe 
Sprague Jr., tournament director for the’ Rhode Island 
Golf Association, says that golf's governing body, the US 
Golf Association, went after its new audience with inner- 
city outreach and grassroots programs “in an effort to get 
inner-city and nontraditional groups who might not be in- 
clined to play out onto the course.” By “non- 
traditional,” of course, he means the poor 
and minorities. 

Golf was well on its way to being popular, 
but it took the simultaneous evolution of 
something entirely different to make it hip 
too. At about the same time M.]. was making 
his name in hoop, rap was hitting maturity. So 
rappers, who were now making serious mon- 
ey, began adopting all the traditional symbols 
of success, some of which were pretty whitey. 
LL Cool J started to wear golf caps and shirts. 
Around 1990, the Biz shot a video on the golf 
course. New-school golf was born. 


Hole 3 


Okay, golf is hard. Damn hard. Hole three is ' 
tiny — maybe 130 yards — but the key here is i 
that there’s a road between tee and green. Next 
to the road is the Firefly parking lot, and there | 
are screens set up on the side of the third tee to 
keep errant shots from doing damage to parked cars. It 
doesn’t work. 

This time, though, the embarrassment is not mine. In- 
stead, Chris C. takes a seven-iron at our favorite near-90- 
degree angle to the right. The ball barely misses the edge 
of the screen and goes flying into the parking lot. It 
doesn’t hit the first or second car in, but keeps going right 
until it finds, at near full speed, the back of a red mini-van. 

“| didn’t see anything,” says Pat from behind us, and 
we move on. 








Hipsters: your standard 
white reappropriation 

It’s been true at least since suburban white boys from 
Jersey crossed the Hudson to hit the Harlem jazz 
joints in the ’40s and ’50s: style comes from ur- 
banity, and this generally means black urbanity. 

Trends tend to start with the black pop 
icons, then move throughout the city, 
where the white urban hip quickly pick 
up on them. Then bands like the Beastie 
Boys, no strangers to co-optation, 
start to lead their own vanguard, 
bringing golf bags on tour and talk- 
ing to white reporters about it. Ev- 
eryone gets in on the game. From 
suburb to shining suburb, golf has been reappropriated, 
this time as something cool. America is primed for 
Tiger Woods. 

Woods, though, is just the cherry on top,of the whole 
rap/pro-athlete phenomenon. He is a minority star in a 
sport that was just waiting for one. He would not have 
been nearly as popular in any other age. Golf has spread 
from the elitist, white, and rich, to the hip, black, and 
rich, to all those people combined plus all the white peo- 
ple who wanted to play golf anyway but can now appear 
hip when they do (e.g., Collective Soul).

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An old fart’s guide to a clash 
with the New School 


And so golf has arrived at its moment, a time when all 
the forces that govern popularity are aligned in just the 
right way to make golf the opposite of what it was a short 
decade ago — the very essence of cool. The young and 
the hip are flocking to courses, paying fat greens fees, 





and goofing about the way, well, the young and hip do, 
much to the chagrin of many old-school golfers. 

When asked to characterize the new wave of golfers, 
head pro Fecteau’s voice becomes tense. “It’s being 
looked at as a sport where people can yell, drink beer, 
smoke cigars,” he says. “That’s not golf.” A group of old- 
sters surrounding Fecteau back him up, muttering about 
vandalized greens and irreverent newcomers. 

Return again to the “Mo Money Mo Problems” video. The 
person Puffy beats with his winning putt is named Fuzzy 
Badfeet, an obvious reference to golf pro Fuzzy Zoeller, who 
has been hit hard for his “jokes” about Tiger celebrating his 
monumental Masters victory by eating collard greens, fried 
chicken, and watermelon. 

The video shows the clash from the other 
side. Badfeet is the old-school golfer personi- 
fied. He is wearing ugly, pitiful plaids, has 
obviously fake hair. All the classic stereo- 
types of white golfers — namely, that 
they're lame — are reinforced. 

So the two sides feed off of each other. 
New-school golfers sense the unwelcom- 
ing stares of the old school and react ac- 
cordingly: they claim their territory with

Old-school golfers sense the new 
school’s distaste for them and get defensive — 
and perhaps, in doing so, justify that distaste. 






Holes 16 through 18 
and a quick departure 


Hole 16 is long for a par three, about 200 yards. I go 
with my driver and, given both the lake on my right and my 
penchant for hitting inexplicably in that direction, | aim 
way left.

Little Josh, 
who continued to chuckle at every poor 
shot he saw me hit, beats me pretty bad- 
ly in the final score, although I’m pretty 
sure | could take him in a bar fight. 

I think that | would play again, al- 
though I’m not exactly sure why — the 
discomfort I felt at the beginning of the 
day never quite went away. | understand, 
certainly, how my friends and | fit in the 
whole scheme. We are, after all, those 
neo-hipsters — none of us particularly 
poor, none of us so obviously ethnic. 

I do remember, though, some of the 
discreet (and not-so-discreet) preju- 
dices of my youth, and perhaps they 
explain my discomfort.

I may be a bit paranoid, 
and I am certainly defensive. So | was uncomfortable at 

the golf course when I noticed the old-school golfers 
looking at me and my friends dressed in our basketball 
jerseys and carrying our cheap clubs. | noticed the people 
behind us zipping about on the carts we'd been denied. I’m 
not sure my friends cared. But I did. The golf world still isn’t 
quite a welcoming place. The fact is that for all the rappers in 
those videos, I saw not one nonwhite person on the course — 








not one. 

The game itself is appealing, although jeez, | stink at it. 
(Chris C. was right there with me, though. At one point, 
out of frustration, he even teed off with a wooden 
Louisville Slugger. It was his best drive of the day, high in 
the air and straight as an arrow.) Walking through the 
course, with its fresh-cut grass; experiencing the peaceful- 
ness between Chris’s rants; drinking beer with my friends 
— it was indeed enjoyable. 

What’s more, Dee and Pat invited me to their mahjong 
game, every other Wednesday night at six. And I think I 
might take them up on it. My Wednesdays are generally 
pretty free. Besides, who knows what the arbiters of urban 
chic will make hip next? Hey, I may be at the forefront of 
something. I can just see the Puff Daddy slappin’ down a 
few tiles in his next vid, a pack of 60-year-old Jewish grand- 
mas, dressed in black and gold, rootin’ him on. @

cookies from a table at the side of the room. This could 


easily be any convention, minutes before any boring 


speech in any hotel in America. But it’s not. The man at 


the podium is a comedian, and he’s 
about to deliver the State of the Industry 
address at the largest comedy festival in 
the world. 

This is the 15th annual Just for 
Laughs festival (or “Juste pour Rire,” as 
it’s known in French), held last month 
in Montreal. Andy Kindler, the man on 
stage, is one of the more sarcastic 
comics at the 12-day event, and he’s a 
perfect choice to deliver the State of the 


Industry address. Kindler is a respected 
veteran, a real comic’s comic. For one 
reason or another, though, he’s never 
made it big, and the State of the Indus- 
try is his chance to lash out against more 
successful comedians, against television 
and movie executives, against agents and 
managers, and — like any responsible 
comic — against himself. 

Most of Kindler’s jokes, however, go 
over my head. But they’re not meant for

MAN WHO looks a little like a pudgy Paul Reiser 


stands behind a lectern reviewing his notes. Oth- 


me. They’re aimed at people in the com- 
edy industry, insiders with a Just for 
Laughs all-access ID tag, the ones 
who've come to schmooze and be 
schmoozed. These people understand 
everything Kindler says, and they love 
every minute, at least until they’re sin- 
gled out. One of Kindler’s jokes, 
though, meets with a particularly ner- 
vous reaction: “The boom is over, and 
thank the living Lord.” 

The boom Kindler’s talking about is 
the comedy explosion of the mid ’80s, 
when standup suddenly became a staple 


of American nightlife. People began hail- 


ing standup as the “new rock ’n’ roll”; 
comedy clubs sprouted in strip malls. 
Today, many of these clubs are closed 
(including, locally, Catch a Rising Star, 
in Harvard Square, and Ding Ho, in In- 
man), and the crowds at the remaining 
clubs are smaller. Comics, however, are 
in as great supply as ever. 

The trend in live comedy these days is 
toward “alternative” comedy — improv 
and storytelling, the kind, of comedy that 


subverts the formulas of standup. It’s 
showing at venues like New York’s 

Luna Lounge and Stella at the Fez; in 
LA, at the Un-Cabaret, alternative has 
been playing for years. But you wouldn’t 
know that here at the festival, where 
many of the comics are just too conven- 
tional to be funny. Not to say that there 
aren’t original voices here, but they’re in 
the minority. Maybe that’s not surpris- 
ing: comedy has become a mass enter- 
tainment product, like movies and pop 
music. And when the mainstream come- 


dy world gets together to celebrate itself, 


what results is a low-risk affair. 


UST FOR LAUGHS draws most of 
the major players on the business 
side of the comedy industry, along with 

the aspirants and the headliners. The 
Delta Hotel, where Kindler delivers his 
address, serves as Just for Laughs head- 
quarters, and it’s there — mostly in the 
bar — that all the behind-the-scenes ac- 


tion takes place. Half the reason for the 


festival is to give folks in the biz a 
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chance to rub shoulders, strike deals, 
possibly discover new talent, and enjoy 
the free buffets sponsored by Comedy 
Central and the Hollywood Reporter. 

The other reason for the festival is, 
well, the festival. Each July, comedy vir- 
tually takes over Montreal. It’s a bilin- 
gual city, so the gigs the first week are 
primarily in French; the second week, 
when the Americans arrive, they are 
mainly in English. Music clubs turn into 
ttomedy venues; the large Théatre St. 
Denis hosts daily galas featuring star ac- 
tors (this year’s included Denis Leary, 
Drew Carey, Lea Thompson, and David 
Hyde Pierce); and the Just for Laughs 
mascot — a little green creature with 
red devil’s horns — seems to poke his 
face out of every storefront window. 

Montreal, it turns out, is the ideal host 
for the world’s largest comedy festival. 
With the possible exception of fish 
sticks, comedy is probably Canada’s 
largest export to the US — just think 
Dan Aykroyd, Kids in the Hall, SCTV, 
Jim Carrey, Mike Myers. Montreal, es- 
pecially, seems to take its comedy seri- 
ously — there’s even a comedy museum 
here. This year more than half a million 
paying customers attended Just for 
Laughs shows. Every event — the night- 
ly standup showcases at Club Soda, the 
French version of Steve Martin’s play 
Picasso at the Lapin Agile, the improv 
shows — was packed. 

Montreal is also ideal for another rea- 
son: it’s nowhere near Los Angeles. 
This, more than anything else, is what 
everyone seems to love about the festi- 
val. Willie Mercer, who scouts comics 
for Just for Laughs, summed up the sen- 
timent: “The festival’s been called sum- 
mer camp for the comedy industry. You 
get to come up here and hang out in 
shorts and a T-shirt instead of a suit and 
tie. Don’t get me wrong; there’s wheel- 


ing and dealing, but it’s on a much more 
casual level.” Boston mainstay Dom Ir- 
rera, who hosts the “New Faces” shows 
at Just for Laughs, says that the concen- 
tration of comedians here also focuses 
the industry’s attention. It gives the 
younger comics “a chance to get seen by 
the industry,” he says — “the same in- 
dustry that would ignore them if they 
came to LA.” 


viewing Shapiro, and the two start to 
swap stories. Schlatter recalls the first 
time he saw Robin Williams: “He was in 
coveralls, a straw hat, and barefoot, 
hanging a microphone over the audience 
and saying, ‘I’m fishing for assholes.’ ” 
Shapiro discusses managing the late 
Andy Kaufman, as well as Kaufman’s al- 
ter ego, the obnoxious lounge singer 
Tony Clifton. Kaufman played Clifton so

EHIND THE scenes, Just for 

Laughs bears all the hallmarks of a 
real convention, but it ends up, appro- 
priately, more like a parody of one. 
Many of the events at the Delta are fun- 
nier than anything happening in the 
clubs. Compared to his performance in 
the Opus Ballroom, for example, Andy 
Kindler struggles in his public show, at 
the club Le Swimming, where he hosts a 
night of experimental comedy. Here, 
Kindler targets people from the world at 
large, instead of from the industry, but 
he spends more of his act railing against 
the audience for being too loud. The au- 
dience responds by talking even louder, 
and Kindler looks as if he wants very 
badly to be back at the Delta, giving an- 
other State of the Industry address. 

At the Delta, it isn’t just the comics 
providing the laughs. Take, for example, 
the private tribute to George Shapiro, 
executive producer of Seinfeld and Jerry 
Seinfeld’s manager. George Schlatter, 
another veteran TV producer, is inter- 


faithfully that some people actually 
thought they were two people. Maybe 
Kaufman did too. “On Taxi,” Shapiro 
says, “they each had separate dressing 
rooms, parking spots, and contracts. But 
Andy got more money.” 

The tribute closes with a question-and 
answer-session, which is interrupted by 
a familiar voice shrieking from the back 
of the room: “George, are you really 
fucking Brett Butler?” It’s Roseanne. 
Everyone turns to look and begins ap- 
plauding; Roseanne waves to the two 
Georges and then she’s gone. 

The next time I see Roseanne is at a 
public tribute held in her honor Satur- 
day afternoon. The tribute consists of a 
series of special guests fawning over the 
star, including Moon Zappa, Lea 
Thompson, and Sandra Bernhard (on 
video). Roseanne barks back at her ad- 
mirers with one rude comment after an- 
other, but the whole event seemed 
weirdly staged. Not long ago, Roseanne 
Barr was a legitimately groundbreaking 
talent, poking holes in convention, giv- 
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ing voice to working-class women. The 
whole idea of the tribute, though, sug- 
gests that she has become exactly the 
sort of institution she once railed 
against — a kind of angry, latter-day 
Bob Hope. 

Only Martin Mull, the host of the trib- 
ute, shines; his cynical, condescending 
shtick is in full gear. Even this, though, 
is a bit of a disappointment, as Mull, 
who played a gay man on Roseanne, 
goes to great lengths to assure people he 
isn’t really homosexual. One joke he 
makes about “pillow biters” leads The 
Kids in the Hall’s Scott Thompson to 
remark to a friend afterward, “That was 
a really ugly moment.” 


T CERTAINLY isn’t the only ugly 

moment of the festival. Gay bashing, 
banal penis jokes, bathroom humor — 
nothing is too sophomoric for many of 
these performers. One Boston comic at 
Denis Leary’s gala bases practically her 
entire routine on her desire to beat 
children. 

It’s a given that on any night at Nick’s 
Comedy Stop or the Comedy Connec- 
tion, most comics are going to suck. 
What’s sad is that the comics at the fes- 
tival are supposed to be the best of the 
new crop. Willie Mercer tells me that he 
and two others watch more than 1000 
comics each year before deciding who to 
invite to the festival. So the comics at 
Just for Laughs are the cream of that 
crop, and certainly almost all the per- 
formers are confident, have polished 
routines, and get laughs. But by the end 
of the festival, all | can think is: | hope | 
never again hear an American comedian 
greet a French crowd by saying “Hello 
— oops. I mean bonjour.” 

Maybe it’s just a case of comedy over- 
load. One night | even dream about a

Denis Leary, hosting a show one night at 
Just for Laughs, spends half his time on stage 
riffing about how bad the Bruins are. A come- 
dian performing at one of the “New Faces” 
shows, Paul Nardizzi, has a iine only a Bosto- 
nian could truly appreciate: “Buckner should. 
have pissed on the bail. Who the hell was go- 
ing to remember the error?” Indeed, it seems 
that every other comic in Montreal this year 
has something to say about Boston. 

It's probably because so many comics at 
the festival are from here. 

Boston's close-knit comedy scene, in addi- 
tion to contributing a number of featured per- 
formers, has even spawned something of a 
counter-festival here in Montreal. The Boston 
T Party, a group of local comics, bills itself as 
a “Comedy Revolution” (motto: “Jokesation 
Without Representation”). This is the second 
year the T Party has set up shop at the Pub 
St. Paul, and — unsanctioned by the Just for 
Laughs organization — it winds up selling out 
eight of 10 nights. 

“It was done for a big ‘fuck you’ factor,” ex- 
plains comic Tony V, a member of the troupe, 
which also includes Jim McCue, Frank San- 
torelli, and George MacDonald, creator of the 
play Waiting for Whitey. “We think the people 
involved [in the T Party] are as talented as 
anyone [Just for Laughs is] showing, and [the 
festival is] just not giving us the opportunity,” 
Tony V explains. “None of us are shy. We 
love your festival, but we think we should be 
there.” He adds that up until last year, there 
weren't many Boston people around; he cred- 
its their first show with attracting a wave of 
Massachusetts comedians to Montreal. 

In fact, Boston does have plenty of rep- 
resentation in the official Just for Laughs 
lineup this year. There are the two famous 
Emerson alumni, Leary and Boston Com- 
mon star Anthony Clark. There’s Paul D’An- 
gelo, a former Essex County assistant DA; 
and there’s. “New Faces” co-host Dom Irrera, 
a Philly native who’s made Boston something 
of a second home. The other host is Taunton

routine: it’s completely wordless, but fol- 
lows a precise rhythm: the “Don’t you hate 
it when...” setup, the punch line involv- 
ing some wacky twist, and then, once the 
laughter dies down, another smaller twist. 
Repeat this over and over until the big fin- 
ish ties various themes of the routine neat- 
ly together. Many acts at the festival rely 
so blatantly on this pattern that you can 
imagine audiences all over Montreal si- 
multaneously muttering, “Ah, that’s 
sooooo true.” 

Sure, any comedian tries to talk about 
topics the audience can relate to, but the 
best ones manage to disguise what they’re 
doing. It takes a Jerry Seinfeld, with his 
fantastic jokes, to get away with actually 
saying, “Don’t you hate when this hap- 
pens?” Or Denis Leary, with his own 
brand of recognition humor, satirizing 
American obnoxiousness in the song “Ass- 
hole”: “Sometimes | park/in handicapped 
spaces/while handicapped people/make 
handicapped faces...” 


OMEDY IS a diversion, but good com- 
edy can also challenge us or make us 
think. It might even sneak ideas in between 
the laughs. That’s why it’s disappointing to 
watch the bulk of these comedians take the 
easy way out, and that’s why it’s refreshing 

to find the few who don’t. 

Sometimes all it takes is a twist on the 
expected, a reach past the obvious punch 
line. Like when Dave Attell, a big, bald 
comic whose tough-guy exterior con- 
trasts with his self-deprecating style, 
says: “I don’t like to travel. Maybe it’s 
because my father used to beat me with 
a globe.” 

Or when an improv group like Slotnick 
Katz & Lehr puts on its bizarre, innovative 
act. Featuring Joey Slotnick (the funny 
blond guy on the canceled sitcom The Sin- 
gle Guy), the trio has a simple but endlessly 
flexible format: two of the members act out 
an improvised scene, and the third member 


native John Rogers, who's now a story editor 
for Cosby. 

Then there’s Arlington native Dane Cook, 
one of the best-received young comics at the 
festival. At Leary’s show, Cook gets so many 
laughs that at one point he has to tell the audi- 
ence to shut up so he can finish his act in the 
allotted 10 minutes. His material isn’t exactly 
cutting edge — it deals mostly with games he 
played as a kid. But he wins the audience 
over with charm, confidence, and enormous 
energy. Plus, he’s got some great lines, like 
this one, on Monopoly: “We were so poor 
growing up, | actually had to use that iron.” 

Now living in LA, Cook recently had a small 
role in the Rene Russo movie Buddy. As a 
standup, though, Cook says making it to Just 
for Laughs has been his goal. And one of the 
best parts of the festival was running into oth- 
er Boston comics. 

He adds: “The camaraderie among Boston 
comedians is better than anywhere else in the 
country. | wish | knew why.”

jumps in with a new character. Then one of 
the three drops out, waits, jumps in again. 
The continual building and changing al- 
lows the group to create a unique and hys- 
terically dysfunctional world. 

And there’s always a place for the just 
plain wacky. Dave Baddicl, one of the bet- 
ter British comics at Just for Laughs, has 
this gem: “I went to see Men in Black, and 
there were these two guys behind me talk- 
ing through the whole movie. So I turn 
around, and it’s Will Smith and Tommy 
Lee Jones. I had been facing the wrong 
way.” And Anthony Clark, with his naive 
misplaced-Southerner persona, offers: “No 
one goes to jail anymore. That woman who 
cut off that man’s penis. She didn’t go to 
jail. Look, | don’t care where you come 
from. You throw a penis out the window, 
it’s littering.” 

If you’re an optimist, you can believe 
Bud Friedman, owner and founder of LA’s 
famous Improv, who says the few really 
funny and different young comics eventu- 
ally enjoy the success that Leary and Clark 
have had. “Andy [Kaufman] didn’t break 
through overnight,” Friedman interjected 
at the George Shapiro tribute. “When you 
speak with a unique voice, it takes longer.” 
To which Shapiro responded with this sur- 
prising story: 

“Jerry Seinfeld was on the road once, 
and he came back from Atlantic City from 
a two-week engagement. He came into my 
office, and he said, ‘I did 28 shows in two 
weeks, and I didn’t get one laugh.’ ” 

It was a long time, said Shapiro, before 
Jerry Seinfeld developed a strong person- 
ality. Seinfeld’s years kicking around the 
clubs, not getting any laughs, probably 
helped make him the comic he is today. 
That said, it’s too bad the crowds in Mon- 
treal had such a good time.

DINING OUT 


Hovering between rustic and refined, 
La Bettola is an interesting muddle 
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La Bettola

eating out in this city is watching the tug-of- 

war between the refined and the rustic — 
that is, between the kind of shameless culinary ex- 
hibitionism that results in one perfect scallop on a 
plate for $10, and the peasant-kitchen impulse to 
heap flavors and ingredients together with indis- 
criminate generosity. 

Some restaurants, like La Bettola, get caught in 
the middle. La Bettola is the second project from 
the owners of Galleria Italiana, which rose last 
year from edge-of-the-Common obscurity to an 
exalted spot among the city’s kitchens. With this 
new South End place, a high-end bistro, the part- 
ners are distancing them- 
selves from Italian tradition. 
What exactly they’re moving

salad: a ring of deep red miso-based sauce was ac- 
cented with crisp chilled haricots verts. 

That kind of color consciousness was otherwise 
in short supply. A plate of lamb sirloin ($27) came 
with three slices of lamb arranged over a ragout of 
zucchini and onion and other vegetables. The lamb 
was cooked nicely, but the plate had the chromatic 
range of an old sepia photograph. One original 
touch was a set of dumplings surrounding the main 
dish, wonton skins filled with braised lamb meat 
and Indian spices. Those, at least, were beige. 

The tenderloin entree ($27) was drawn with 
the same brown palette. The tallest of our three 
cylindrical entrees, this one was built by setting a 
thick circle of beef atop a 
round bed of crispy hash 
browns, with baby

zo. A spray of flowers erupts 
from a table stationed in 
front of antiqued green shut- 
ters that open onto nothing. This isn’t so bad. 
Anyone dropping scrious cash on food enjoys the 
sense of eating in surroundings that have been 
carefully designed. But diners also like to feel that 
they’re in sure hands with the kitchen, and La Bet- 
tola, for all its pedigree, is disappointingly incon- 
sistent. There are moments of rewarding originali- 
ty, and then there are dishes that don’t add up to 
more than the sum of their parts. 

The best way to approach the menu seems to be 
through the prix-fixe dinner: $38 for an appetizer, 
entree, and dessert. (Everything on the menu is 
fair game.) Our appetizers, for the most part, were 
quite good — the plainest of the salads, for exam- 
ple, was a lovely plate of field greens with an apri- 
cot vinaigrette ($7 a la carte). A cold tomato soup 
($8) was delicious: a refreshing splash of red with 
a hint of pepper heat and a scattering of cilantro 
leaves and diced cucumber — like a disassembled 
gazpacho. However, the bowl also held pieces of 
grilled calamari, which seemed out of place. 

We enjoyed the sweet-pea ravioli ($10), two 
big, overlapping circles of al dente pasta stuffed 
with puréed peas that carried a hint of mint; they 
were drizzled with truffle oil and topped with curls 
of tangy pecorino cheese and three slices of sum- 
mer truffle. And maybe the best of the appetizers 
was a plate of scallops ($12), three big pan-seared 
sea scallops served with slices of heirloom-variety 
tomatoes (green, orange, mottled red-and-white). 
They were set on a plate decorated with very green 
olive oil and a grainy sauce flavored with, I'd 
guess, something deglazed from the scallops. 

Only one of our entrees achieved that level of ex- 
cellence. It was a lobster-and-potato salad ($27), 
very simple and very good — and, like the ravioli, 
intensely truffled. The salad consisted of chopped 
claw meat and diced potatoes, bound together with 
a little mayonnaise and a few green peas, and 
molded into a short cylinder in the middle of the 
plate. The lobster tail was sliced into coins and ar- 
ranged around the top, and the whole thing was 
crowned with a big sprig of mache. The contrast 
between the stark red-and-white lobster and the 
vivid green mache suggested that some real 
thought had gone into the look of the dish. Those 
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steak were fading toward 
dun. The meat was nothing 
special, even a little fattier 
than I'd expected, with the 
mild taste of roast beef (the 
menu said it was smoked, 
but I’m not sure the effect 
showed). The hash-brown 
cake, I'll admit, was really good; I’ve had trouble 
finding hash browns in this city, and let’s just say 
I didn’t expect finally to find them at a trendy 
continental dinner spot in the South End. 

In the original category was the black-rice 
“risotto” ($21), a simple (and, again, cylindrical) 
cake of deep, glossy black rice set over a mélange 
of baby corn and sliced leek. The cake held togeth- 
er without the agglutinative starchiness of real 
risotto, and the grains had the nutty taste of wild 
rice. An appealing curiosity was the “garlic milk” 
poured around the cake: the effect was similar to 
that of coconut milk used in Asian cuisines, only 
instead of enhancing milk’s mild natural sweet- 
ness, this played against it. 

Among the desserts, the more conventional 
worked out better than the novel. A chocolate souf- 
flé ($9), which took 20 minutes to prepare, was 
worth the wait: beyond the lightly crisp exterior 
was a rich chocolate cake softening toward a 
warm, gooey heart. The scoop of pistachio ice 
cream on the side was lovely, sweet and nutty. And 
a dessert special of pineapple upside-down cake 
also took time, but it turned out just right — crisp, 
almost caramelized brown-sugar cake around the 
outside, with coconut sorbet and a light, liquidy 
lemon curd. A genuinely strange dessert was made 
of shredded cantaloupe and honeydew melons 
($7), two watery flavors heaped together and ac- 
cented with thick, white, slippery strips of young 
coconut. The four rich white-chocolate truffles on 
the edge of the dish would have been better as their 
own dessert. The jury was hung on the icy cham- 
pagne granita ($8), which was sweet and light and 
came in a large martini glass with a poached nec- 
tarine. That part was delicious, but someone 
should have stopped before adding the frozen cin- 
namon-flavored mascarpone (cinnamon?), the 
whipped cream, and the pastry curl on top. 

The wine list, $5 to $9.50 by the glass, $21 to 
$80 by the bottle, runs toward light and pleasant 
whites and middle-of-the-spectrum reds. Our 
waiters were chipper and thoughtful, and the place 
really did come off as charming overall, especially 
when we scored an outside table on a warm night. 
But charm can’t take the place of consistency, and 
consistency is proving a trickier goal. _ | a

LEMON GRASS GRILLE, 156 Cambridge 
St., Boston, 720-4656. $7-$14. The mild 
cooking and rangy menu at this primarily 
Thai spot make it a decent starter restau- 
rant for would-be Thai eaters. Problem is, 
most of us have aiready started. Some 
amusing touches: the lightly spicy pineap- 
ple chicken comes in a real half-pineapple. 
A sushi bar has been added since our orig- 
inal review.

Playing Woody Allen’s loving, faithful wife 
for two hours in Mighty Aphrodite proves that Bonham Carter is indeed 


film festival 
They got it right 


Helena Bonham Carter is the festival’s Excellence Award winner 


worthy of the festival's Film Excellence Award. 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ The 13th annual Boston 
Film Festival will present its Boston Film Excellence 
Award to an actress who has indeed been excellent 
in some dozen movies. Helena Bonham Carter — 
whom you can catch in the festival’s screening of 
The Wings of the Dove — is barely 30, so you could 


hardly call this a _ lifetime- 
achievement award. Still, she has a 
list of credits that would grace the 
résumé of many a distinguished older 
performer. She’s appeared in two 
adaptations of Shakespeare and four 
Merchant/Ivory versions of E.M. 
Forster. She’s played a disciple of St. 
Francis, she’s been the queen of 
England, and her directors have 
included Kenneth Branagh, James 
Ivory, Franco Zeffirelli, and Trevor 
Nunn. It hasn’t all been cakes and 
ale: she’s been whipped and 
beheaded and drowned and had her 
heart torn out. She’s even played 
Woody Allen’s wife. 

Her major film career began just 12 
years ago, and in spectacular fashion, 
in the title role of Trevor Nunn’s 
handsome if sentimental celebration 
Lady Jane (1985). Jane Grey, the 
granddaughter of Henry VIII's 
youngest sister, was upon the death 
of Edward VI, in 1553, maneuvered 
onto the throne of England, where at 
the age of 15 she ruled for nine days 
before being deposed in favor of 
Henry's daughter Mary; the following 
year she and her equally young hus- 
band were beheaded. Bonham Carter 
barely looks old enough to play Jane 
(her adolescent slump is perfect), but 
already she shows her characteristic 
combination of iron and velvet, stand- 
ing up to her parents (Patrick Stewart 
plays her father) and to the most 
powerful men in England (at one 
point she says to John Dudley, “Are 
you asking me to lie?”) even as she 
grows playful and coquettish with her 
initially unwanted husband. Once the

new couple discover sex, their rela- 
tionship deteriorates into puppy love 
and Nunn turns them into martyrs. 

But that internal conflict between 
sense and sensuality were ideal for the 
three Forster roles that made Bonham 
Carter a star. (Her part in the 1987 
film Maurice is a cameo; as a bored 
cricket spectator, she has three lines 
and is on screen for about 10 sec- 
onds.) Both A Room with a View 
(1986) and Where Angels Fear To 
Tread (1991) find Forster weighing 
England against Italy, duty against 
freedom, principle against pleasure, 
tradition against feeling. Bonham 
Carter’s Lucy Honeychurch breaks 
out when she dumps priggish fiancé 
Cecil (Daniel Day Lewis) for the 
D.H. Laurentian George (Julian 
Sands). Her Caroline Abbott does the 
same by falling for Gino Carella 
but it’s more than that, she under- 
stands Italy, whereas Philip Herriton 
(an engaging Rupert Graves) has just 
a glimmer and his sister Harriet (a 
superbly repressed Judy Davis) none 
at all. When Caroline faints and Gino 
offers her a glass of wine, she refuses 
out of principle and almost in the 
same breath takes it. Not England or 
Italy but, somehow, both. And more 
than anyone else in these films she 
speaks for Forster. 

Merchant and Ivory weaken the 
enigmatic ending of Angels by allow- 
ing Caroline to hint to Philip that if 
she ever gets over Gino, she might 
consider him — but he, too, has 
begun to understand, and it’s an 
extraordinarily moving final shot as 
Bonham Carter and Graves embrace 





on the train-station platform. No one 
goes to Italy in Howards End 
(1992), but the sensibility is repre- 
sented by the Schlegel sisters, 
Margaret (Emma Thompson, mag- 
nificent as usual) and Helen (Bon- 
ham Carter) — mostly Helen, who’s 
the most caring person in the film, 
the one who, as Forster would say, 
makes the connections. Yet she’s also 
the most selfish. She’s the one who 
thinks of Leonard, but once he’s 
dead she forgets him and thinks only 
of their child. Helen sums up 
Bonham Carter’s Forster roles in 
something she says to Leonard when 
he comes to the Schlegels’ for tea: 
“We’re not odd, really — we're just 
over-expressive.” 

Meanwhile she played neurotic 
bulimic Lady Minerva Munday in the 
coming-of-age Brit comedy Getting 
It Right (1989), in which 31-year- 
old Jesse Birdsall finds himself caught 
between Bonham Carter’s screwball 
and older woman Lynn Redgrave 
before finally getting it right with sin- 
gle mom Jane Horrocks. She’s a 
restrained Ophelia opposite Mel 
Gibson (whose histrionics give her lit- 
tle room) in Franco Zeffirelli’s voyeur 
fest of a Hamlet (1990); in her mad 
scene, on the other hand, she’s a little 
over-the-top — but what clse could 
Ophelia be in a Zeffirelli adaptation? 

She had even less luck in two sub- 
sequent efforts, as Elizabeth Lavenza 
(Victor’s fiancée) in Mary Shelley’s 
Frankenstein (1994) and as 
Amanda Sloane (Woody Allen’s 
wife), in Mighty Aphrodite (1995) 
Elizabeth has little to do in any 
Frankenstein besides looking anxious 
and frustrated, and then horror- 
struck as the monster rips her heart 
out; for all that it has Kenneth 
Branagh directing and starring as 
Victor, and Robert De Niro as the 
monster, this is generic horror. Mira 
Sorvino got the plum role in the 
enjoyable Mighty Aphrodite; Bonham 
Carter’s WASPy art-gallery owner is 
ill-conceived and colorless. Still, to 
play Woody’s faithful (despite being 
tempted by Peter Weller), loving wife 
for two hours is proof positive that 
you can act. 

Two movies that turned up in last 
year’s Boston Film Festival find her 
back on track. In Margaret’s 
Museum (1996) she’s the daughter 
in a Cape Breton mining family 
(Helen Mirren is her embittered 
mother) who weds a bagpipe-playing 
former miner (Clive Russell). We get 
some unusually mature (for the cine- 
ma) scenes of tough married love, 
and Bonham Carter shows off a nifty 
country Cape Breton twang (not to 
mention the kind of vocabulary you 
don’t hear in Merchant/Ivory films) 
before the movie turns gothic and, at 
the end, gives in to self-pity. Twelfth 
Night (1996) reunites her with 
Trevor Nunn, and though Olivia tra- 
ditionally plays second fiddle to Viola, 
Bonham Carter is so spontaneous and 
responsive to Cesario/Sebastian, so 
sisterly and yet seductive, she all but 
steals the film from the excellent 
Imogen Stubbs. 

Now, in lain Softley’s adaptation of 
The Wings of the Dove, she has 
another “second” role: if Milly Theale 
is the novel’s dove, Kate Croy — 
Bonham Carter’s part — is more like 
its hawk. Yet her ability to say every- 
thing in a glance, or a word, is perfect 
for Henry James; if she can do for 
him what she did for Forster, we may 
have a second set of masterpieces to 


look forward to. |

Boston’s own Little Italy, the North End, gets a starring role 
in this Godfather-flavored drama. Mac McCain (Mark 
Hartman) and Freddie Fabucci (Matthew Del Negro) are 
recent Harvard grads who take up residence in the claustro- 
phobic brick-faced streets. Mac is a beefy investment 
banker, a former football star with an explosive temper. 
Freddie, the more down-to-earth personality, is an aspiring 
filmmaker who's crafting a documentary for PBS/WGBH 
about the changing face of the North End, from traditional 
Italian neighborhood to yuppie village. 

As the pair swing through cafés and trattorias, Mac falls 
for Daniclle (Lina Sivio), a saucy waitress with a history of 
domestic violence in her family. She moves in with Mac but 
is repelled by his need for physical domination, so she turns 
to Freddie for compassion and support. The film does an 
effective job of escalating and maintaining the tension in the 
love triangle; at times, however, it feels jerky and amatcur- 
ish. Hartman and Del Negro do call to mind a young Peter 
Berg and Andy Garcia. But the best part of The North End 
is Frank Vincent as a local who makes a living as a 
Hollywood character actor playing Mafioso types. Now 
that's art imitating life.

BANDWAGON 


Like The Commitments and That Thing You Do, Bandwagon 
starts from the premise that four young misfit musicians can 
come together and make beautiful music in less than ideal 
conditions — in this case, a garage in Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina. But first-time writer/director John Schultz is trying 
to make a film that captures the scruffiness and anti-commer- 
cial mythology of the American indie-rock underground, 
where making it big isn’t always first on the list of prioritics. 
“tt’s all about the songs,” is the band’s earnest motto. 

So it’s clear from the outset that fame and fortune are not 
in the cards for Circus Monkey — instead, as they head out 
for a Southeast tour in a scrappy van behind a single on col- 
lege radio, they find a trite lesson in the meaning of integri- 
ty and teamwork awaiting them at the end of the journcy. 
The result is a tidy fairytale at odds with its gritty preten- 
sions. The music, by local rocker Skeggy Kendall, is the best 
part. And he’d probably be the first to tell you that the world 
of indie rock is never as simple as Schultz makes it seem.

AFTERGLOW 


Sometimes Alan Rudolph’s films seem wispy but eventually 
reveal a diabolical lode of irony and meaning. Sometimes 
they’re just wispy. Afterglow belongs to the latter group. 
Nick Nolte plays a Montreal fix-it man named “Lucky” 
Mann who’s estranged from his former B-movie-actress 
wife (Julie Christie). Crossing their paths are an uptight 
business executive (Jonny Lee Miller — Sick Boy of 
Trainspotting) and his starved-for-affection and craving-a- 
child wife Marianne (Lara Flynn Boyle). When Lucky and 
Marianne begin an affair, the spurned, spying spouses run 
into cach other without realizing what brought them togeth- 
er. Thin in plot and emotional involvement, visually drab for 
Rudolph and with fewer of his quotable lines (“I don’t know 
what | like but | know what art is” could almost serve as an 
epitaph for the film) Afterglow shows the usually brilliant 
director a bit dimmed. Screens at the Copley Place tonight at 
7:30 and 10:15 p.m. and tomorrow at 10 a.m. and 12:20 
and 2:45 p.m.

ANGELA MOONEY DIES AGAIN 


Tommy McArdle’s film documents a day in the life of a small 
Irish town’s eccentric (convincingly played by Mia Farrow), 
who occasionally likes to provoke social change by publicly 
attempting suicide — usually half-naked. That’s enough to 
lure the townspeople away from their day-long celebration of 
the local creamery’s “new management.” Indeed, it’s this cor- 
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porate takeover of the industry she and her husband built that 
drives Angela waist-deep into the nearby lake, where she 
makes an impassioned plea to onlookers for a new, “enlight- 
ened” way of community life and work.

McArdle’s 
poignant flashbacks to that first love give the current day’s 
events weight and meaning. You'll want to brush up on your 
lrish brogue, however: the accents here can be all too gen- 
uine.

THE MYTH OF FINGERPRINTS 


Bart Freundlich’s debut film investigates the idea that 
despite minor differences, the fingerprints of close kin are 
essentially the same.

YOUNG & DANGEROUS 3 


Your basic Hong Kong action fare pits two rival factions 
against each other in a series of tireless confrontations, with 
the big, violent showdown at the end. This, the third install- 
ment in the Young and Dangerous crime saga, finds Crow (a 
beefy Roy Cheung), the sergeant-at-arms for the Tung Sing 
triad, scheming to expand his boss’s empire by chipping 
into the Hung Hing triad’s turf.

More than half of the film’s 98 minutes are spent without 
a single blow, as Crow relentlessly provokes Nam. Cheung’s 
maniacal, over-the-top performance is entertaining, but 
after the fifth and sixth near-brawl, the plot begins to sag 
into sheer monotony. Ultimately Crow gets things back on 
track when he sadistically orchestrates the hit of Nam’s boss 
in Amsterdam, framing Nam in the process and setting up 
the final, all-too-predictable revenge scenario. Cheung and 
Yee-Kin give the film legs to stand on, but director Andre 
Lau’s fight sequences are annoyingly chaotic and poorly

SICK: THE LIFE AND DEATH 
OF BOB FLANAGAN, 
SUPER MASOCHIST 


Ouch. It’s easy to get distracted by the abuse one penis can 
take — only to rise again! — in this provocative, near-tear- 
jerking documentary about tibermasochist/visual artist Bob 
Flanagan. Battling cystic fibrosis until his death, at age 44, 
last year, Flanagan pushed the limits of pain and illness with 
his outrageous art and a sense of humor as sharp as, well, 
the knife that slits open his hard-on. 

For those who get spanked only on their birthdays, direc- 
tor Kirby Dick (no joke) incisively paddles home the dark 
allure of S&M. The stunts are cross-your-legs explicit — the 
duplication of Flanagan’s piéce de resistance would require a 
trip to the nail aisle of your local True Value Hardware.

KISS OR KILL 


After the disastrous Tivo If by Sea, director Bill Bennett slunk 
back to Australia, presumably to lick his wounds and redeem 
himself with another project. The result is Kiss or Kill, and it 
won't restore Bennett to respectable pre—Sandra Bullock sta- 
tus. Nic (Frances O’Connor) and Al (Matt Day) are a volatile 
pair on the lam after a businessman they swindle is found 
dead in a hotel room. The sexually uninhibited pair make 
their way through the desolate Australian countryside, trying 
to elude both the police and a menacing pedophile/stalker; 
meanwhile the body count continues to rise. Surrounded by 
the mysterious deaths and influenced by the isolation of the 
desert, Nic and Al start to suspect each other of the killings. 

A sort of Natural Born Killers with Hitchcockian aspirations, 
Kiss or Kill never rises above its artsy pretensions.

THE LAST BIG THING 


Those weary of pretentious band names and bad stand-up 
comics’ references to ’70s sit-coms should fcel vindicated 
by Dan Zukovic’s sly, ingeniously self-reverential pop dia- 
tribe The Last Big Thing. The title refers to the name of a 
fictional publication headed by disgruntled cultural apoca- 
lyptic Simon Geist (yes, as in zeit — one 
PHOENIX of Zukovic’s few lapses). In fact, the 
magazine is a front; it allows Geist to set 
up interviews with artistic poseurs — 
actors in soaps, models, etc. — and vent 
his spleen at the decline in taste and aesthetics. 

Zukovic’s rants are often brilliant and hilarious, and 
they’re delivered with an insinuating drawl that’s kind of 
like Jack Nicholson imitating Alan Alda. His gift for 
metaphor is keen too: the film’s central motif is a trash bar- 
rel that distorts the reflection of Zukovic’s face into a like- 
ness of Edvard Munch’s The Scream. The story, involving 
his impassive relationship with a disturbed woman who 
wants to start her own magazine titled Geist Has Fallen, is 
a sometimes creaky vehicle. Overall, though, The Last Big 
Thing surges on a tidal wave of exuberant bile. It deserves 
to be seen, if only for Geist’s funny foray into music videos.

Meanwhile, Amy (Saffron Burrows) and Tim (Peter 
Krause) cope with their lack of companionship through, 
respectively, social ineptitude and voyeurism. 

Although not much more ambitious than an above-aver- 
age sit-com (Feldman was a producer and writer for The 
Wonder Years), Lovelife has some great performances 
(Bruce Davison as an aging swain is touching) and some 
intensely emotional scenes (a drunken Alan hitting on an 
undergraduate is a daring, un-PC moment).

James Ellroy’s massive noir starts as a masterpiece of 
atmosphere, tough dialogue, and lurid detail that sinks, 
after several hundred pages, under implausible overplotting. 

The much-touted adaptation by Curtis 

PHOENIX Hanson retains most of the former while 
masterfully untangling, compressing, 
and realigning the latter. 

It’s 1950s Hollywood, and the LAPD 
is trying to polish its reputation as the world’s greatest 
police force by sending up mob kingpin Mickey Cohen, but 
a string of assassinations culminating in the “Nite Owl 
Massacre” tarnishes its image. Brown-nosing pencil-neck 
geck Sergeant Ed Exley (Guy Pearce) gets a promotion 
after pinning the crime on a trio of “Negro” teens (like the 
book, the movie doesn’t flinch before the period’s shameless 
racism); subsequently he blows them away after a botched 
escape attempt. But something about the case doesn’t sit 
right with Exley, and he forms an uneasy alliance with his 
nemesis, strong-arm cop Sergeant Bud White (Russell 
Crowe as a beefy Jack Webb), and slick Sergeant Jack 
Vincennes (Kevin Spacey) to plumb the truth in a cesspool 
of corruption, pornography, prostitution, and murder. 

Although the main characters’ moral conversions are a bit 
glib, the dense narrative soars, and the performances —- 
especially Spacey’s suavely cynical Vincennes — convince. 
With Danny DeVito appropriately reptilian as a scandal- 
sheet editor, and Kim Basinger not looking at all like 
Veronica Lake as a call girl, Confidential is a glitzy tribute to 
the hardboiled genre. Screens at the Copley Place tonight at 
7:15 and 10 p.m. and tomorrow at 10 a.m. and 1 and 4 p.m.

LEVITATION 


Sometimes a simple coming-of-age tale is enough — you 
don’t need to throw in the dead stepfather, celestial hallu- 
cinations, imaginary boyfriends, or powers of levitation. 
Acey (Sarah Paulson, whose sensitivity gives the role some 
credibility) is an orphan who gets knocked up by an anony- 
mous punk and decides to leave her drunken, soon-to-be- 
deceased dad on a quest to find out who she really is.

MATCHBOX CIRCUS TRAIN

Short and 
bittersweet 


The Film Festival in brief 
BY PETER KEOUGH Like the short 


story and the lyric poem, the short-film format allows 
an artist to focus on a few elements and refine them 
into something craftsmanlike, perhaps visionary. It’s 
also an invitation to self-indulgent folly. To the compil- 
ers’ credit, few of those shorts are showing in this 
year’s Boston Film Festival program. Most of the 
entries demonstrate a mastery of the craft. Some even 
show signs of genius. 

Craft is effortlessly demonstrated in Joshua Marston's 
“Trifecta” (Program IV: September 10 at 10:15 a.m. 
and 12:05, 1:50, and 3:50 p.m.), an even lower-rent 
variation on Wayne Wang’s Sinoke in which playwright 
Isracl Horovitz plays a penurious Brooklynite who sees 
fate in discarded briefcases and racing forms. For inti- 
mations of genius, though, there’s Pablo Proenza’s 
superbly accomplished “ViDi” (Program II: September 
9 at 10:45 a.m. and 12:45 and 2:45 p.m. and September 
10 at 7:30 and 9:30 p.m.). The Latin title might seem a 
little pretentious, the dystopian premise a bit adolescent 
and shopworn, but Proenza’s 33-minute masterpiece is 
a haunting nightmare. 

We're in the increasingly popular not-too-distant- 
future, and telecommunications, computers, and video 
have virtually supplanted real experience. College stu- 
dent Ethan (Lisandro Perez, who looks like a young 
Orson Welles in shock) keeps in touch with his girl- 
friend Aisha (Leisa Bolles) via videophone in his stark, 
spotless apartment. After nearly being carjacked (while 
talking to Aisha on his car videophone, much to her 
delight), he withdraws even further into a world of 
futuristic technological ennui that Proenza re-creates 
with the creepy atmosphere and acute details of a 
Stanley Kubrick or a David Cronenberg. 

Like many feature films this year, shorts seem pre- 
occupied with the millennium — though not many 
handle the Apocalypse with the grace of Proenza. The 
title of Jeffrey Hendricks’s “Jesus of Wall Street” 
(Program Il: September 9 at 5, 7 and 9 p.m.) pretty 
much says it all, as the Second Coming finds our Lord 
scrounging in dumpsters, shaking down stockbrokers, 
and redistributing wealth in the form of takeout for his 
fellow homeless. It’s sophomoric, for the most part, 
though some of the proverbs of the latter-day Sermon 
on the Mount have a twisted subversiveness. Neither 
does Edwin Baker’s “The Confession” (Program II) 
break any new theological or cinematic ground in its 
predictable dialogue between a lapsed Catholic and a 
sadistic priest. 

Another popular topic in features that’s getting 
reflected in shorts is alternative sexuality and gender 
identity. A chilling, brilliantly narrated exploration into 
male pathology, Joseph Harris’s “Rapscallions” 
(Program I) is a kind of In the Company of Homopathic 
Men in which four young men in a car cruise for trouble 
and bare the meanness of their souls. 

A less successful look at intolerance is Ginger R. 
Rinkenberger’s “What Became Known As. . . the 
Eleanor Affair” (Program III), in which a small town 
is scandalized in 1939 after two women members of 
the committee to welcome Eleanor Roosevelt are found 
naked in each other’s arms. Rinkenberger must have 
seen Strictly Ballroom one too many times, as this titil- 
lating premise degenerates into broad humor, shame- 
less mugging, and gaudy song-and-dance numbers. 

Women, in general, don’t fare too well in this year’s 
selection of shorts. Fiona Cochrane’s “Gorilla Girls” 
(Program III) centers on the title women’s basketball 
team, a crew of misfits given one last chance to win. 
Although the characters do evoke a certain Rocky-like 
sympathy, their weaknesses and problems — shown in 
flashback whenever a timeout is called — reduce them 
to weak-sister stereotypes. At least “Gorilla Girls” has 
fun, unlike “Her Violet Garden” (Program IV), in 
which Irena Joannides fails to achieve sufficient artistic 
distance from powerful autobiographical material — 
the relationships among herself, her mother, and her 
grandmother in the ruins of the 1974 war in Cyprus — 
to rise above cliché and bathos. 

In depicting generations of women in the face of 
mortality, Joannides could have taken a cue from Anne 
Madden’s “First Daughter” (Program IV), the under- 
stated, unsentimental, and beautifully acted story of a 
little Vietnamese girl whose father’s death has left her 
preoccupied with heart disease until her grandmother 
introduces her to shadow puppets. But perhaps the 
strongest voice in this year’s shorts is that of children. 
That’s certainly the case with Dylan Kidd’s “lan’s 
Ghost” (Program III), in which a little boy staying at 
his aunt’s house during his mother’s illness happens on 
a world of evil reminiscent of Edgar Allan Poe via Henry 
James. Or perhaps most fittingly in Fred Muchnik’s 
charming 90-second “What’s in a Cloud?” (Program 
11), which sums up cinema as a child’s imagination 
transforming shapes and shadows into a dream. we

If only more romance novelists had Sophie’s idiosyncratic 
flair: she reads aloud while writing in the library. This 
allows those telltale phrasings -— “wild passion,” “trapeze 
of lust,” “his manhood” — to win the heart of yuppie scum 
Eddie (a suave Anthony LaPaglia) as he seeks refuge from 
his Marla Maple~—ish girlfriend in favor of something real 
(just ignore the minor plot-obstructing detail of his 
remorseless dealings with stolen jewelry). Sophie (an 
inconsistently directed Gia Carides) sternly rejects his 
offer for coffee, whereupon he sullenly shuffles off. We 
think: how cruel, how priggish. And then the one-two 
punch: Sophie gets up, straps on her leg brace, and hob- 
bles off Dickensianly through the dark library. 

This polio victim’s sole objective is to hide her disability 
as she shyly pursues Eddie. When Sophie breaks the para- 
lyzed leg in a harrowing freak accident (cripples can be 
funny too!), the resultant plaster cast disguises her condi- 
tion long enough (about 80 of the 90 minutes) for her to 
gather the courage to tell Eddie the truth, and for us to 
realize that the only handicap in this film is that of the 
artistically challenged writer/director, Ben Lewin. You'll 
find deeper characterizations on the cover of a Harlequin.

JULIAN PO 


One reason for Christian Slater’s recent alcoholic, belly- 
biting freakout might be Julian Po, the sophomoric self- 
indulgence of first-time director Alan Wade in which Slater 
has the misfortune to star. As the title character, a drifting 
accountant prone to muttering inane philosophical obser - 
vations into a tape recorder, Slater looks puffy and joyless 
-—— which gives the film its only (probably unintentional) 
credibility. 


Off to visit the sea for the first time (only one of Wade's: 


novel inspirations), Po gets stranded in a small town when 
his car breaks down. (Or did it? Wade likes these mean- 
ingless puzzles.) The town is so small, in fact, that Po 
becomes its only source of diversion, the addled stranger 
continually followed around town by a phalanx of gawking 
residents. Finally Po blurts out that he has come in order 
to kill himself (the truth? another conundrum’), thus ele- 
vating himself from mere curiosity to Forrest Gump-like 
sage. His previously recorded thoughts transform people's 
lives as he comments on mortality and the mystery of it all. 
As Slater himself might be pondering now, the only mys- 
tery about Julian Po is that it ever got made.

SHE’S SO LOVELY 


As could be seen in last week’s Coolidge Corner retro- 
spective, the films of the late John Cassavetes overflow 
with dialogue, characters, situations, and behavior that 
are out of control, a rampage of raw emotion and 
refined delusions that unreels with the sublime 
inevitability of a drunk falling down a flight of stairs. 
She’s So Lovely, written by Cassavetes and directed by 
his son Nick, is much of the same, but in this case the 
actors are out of control too. The younger Cassavetes 
showed a sure hand and some talent in last year’s 
Unhook the Stars; this time out he should have kept his 
stars hooked. Neither does he control the balance of 
tone between melodrama and farce that was a key to 
many of his father’s successes. 

Of the three leading actors, Robin Wright Penn 
acquits herself best as Maureen “Mo” Murphy, a spike- 
haired, peroxided, pregnant spitfire who in the. film’s 
opening scenes is beside herself in her ratty apartment 
because of the three-day absence of husband Eddie 
(Sean Penn). “I hate to be alone,” she confides to sleazy 
neighbor Kiefer (James Gandolfini), who seeks to com- 
fort her by getting her drunk, raping her, and beating 
her up. The scene teeters from hilarity to grotesquerie 
as it edges to its foregone conclusion, and Wright main- 
tains a core of dignity and intelligence beneath her sur- 
face of blowzy toughness and vulnerability. 

Not so when Penn shows up. His Eddie is a buffoon, 
a back-alley drunken would-be philosopher poet who 
gives such grandiloquent lines as “What an interesting 
thing a woman is — tits and ass and hair. What is 
hair?” exactly the wrong spin. His exchanges with 


heiress of a wealthy businessman (Jack Thompson). In 
need of love, but not a luxury car, Emily decides to fake 
her own kidnapping by locking herself in the trunk of her 
BMW. Along comes thief Vincent (Benicio Del Toro doing 
his best Tom Waits) to foil her plan by stealing the Beemer 
—— with Emily in the trunk! Vincent doesn’t know what to 
do with her; Emily never knows what to do with herself. 
But they both know they want to escape from Emily’s gun- 
toting “Uncle Ray” (Christopher Walken). Together they 
hit the road, It takes a while for these two lonely souls 
swimming in a fishbowl to realize they re soulmates. When 
the guilty duo’s innocent eyes finally do meet, director 
Marco Brambillo (Demolition Man) cranks up “Crash into 
Me” by the Dave Matthews Band. It’s a powerful moment. 
Alicia, | loved you. You were amazin.’ | was cryin’ when 
I met you, and now I’m cryin’ because I've left you. And 
I'm taking down my tribute Website.

Wright begin on a note of rampant hysteria and inten- 
sify upward, reducing any drama or suspense to carica- 
ture. Knowing that Eddie will kill Kiefer if he finds out 
what happens and unwilling to live alone (the film’s atti- 
tude toward women is a little regressive) if he goes to 
jail, she tries to keep the truth from him. Yet out of 
sheer perversity she sets him up to be picked up by the 
authorities and then demands that he be a “tough guy” 
with Kiefer. Shots are fired, incoherent dialogue is 
screamed, tears are shed, and Eddie ends up in a men- 
tal institution for 10 years. 

You’d think that with the advances in psychopharma- 
cology over that period of time everyone would be a lot 
calmer. Instead Cassavetes’s script ups the zaniness 
level a notch higher and the performers lose- all self- 
control. The newly released Eddie confronts Maureen 
in her suburban home, where she lives with her new 
husband, Joey (John Travolta, making his Face/Off role 
look like subdued Method acting), and three daughters. 
Fine points of motivation and narrative logic are tossed 
aside for absurdist effect as the triangle collapses; the 
only actor who shows restraint is a haggard Harry Dean 
Stanton as Eddie’s voice-of-reason barfly pal, Shorty. 
Stanton’s performance, and the brief cameo by Gena 
Rowlands (Nick’s mother and John’s widow) as, fit- 
tingly, a mental-health counselor, serve as a rebuke to 
the rest of the cast and the director, who mistake excess 
and egotism for the freedom and truth of the elder 
Cassavetes’s style. At the Nickelodeon, the Janus, and 
the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

Meanwhile, the Guthrie Theatre in Minneapolis, Hartford Stage, Classic 
Stage Company in New York, Actors Theatre of Louisville, Baltimore's 
Center Stage, and other troupes have been piling on the Marivaux band- 
wagon. The Comédie-Frangaise, France’s national theater, has brought 
Marivaux to the Brooklyn Academy of Music, and a musical adaptation of 
The Triumph of Love, starring Susan Egan, F. Murray Abraham, and Betty 
Buckley, is headed for Broadway this fall. 

So what’s the fuss? Why the sudden upsurge of interest in this hitherto 
obscure 18th-century French Enlightenment playwright? There are practi- 
cal reasons: the casts are relatively small for classical plays; there are good, 
strong roles for women; scenery and costumes may be elaborate or simple, 
as budgets allow. But there is an aesthetic reason as well: the plays are 
comic gems that treat a subject of universal interest in a unique way. 
Marivaux pioneered a rare brand of romantic comedy, exquisite in its ren- 
dering of the human ego at its most vulnerable and most calculating. 
Outwardly delicate but inwardly tough-minded, his plays explore what 
Janice Paran, dramaturg for all three Marivaux productions at the 
McCarter, calls “the vicissitudes of courtship and the complex emotional 
choreography of awakening love.” 

For Wadsworth, the plays dance on “the razor’s edge between comedy 
and something darker, very passionate, and deep. It’s not necessarily that 
there are particular dark emotions. But if you deal with emotion very specif- 
ically and you truck in situations in which the bottom can fall out of peo- 
ple’s worlds and they can truly grow, that means that anything is possible.” 

Marivaux wrote most of his 30-plus plays for the Comédie Italienne, a

The Game of Love and Chance takes place on Orgon’s lush country 
estate outside of Paris, where he awaits a visit from Dorante, the son of a 
friend, who he hopes will marry his daughter, Silvia.

Unknown to her, Dorante has 
the same concerns and shows up having arranged a similar swap with his 
valet, Harlequin. These doubly crossed wires provide ample opportunity for 
mismatched lovers, romantic intrigue, and comic confusion as true love 
finds its way.

Stephen Mitchell talks about the art of translation

is that mountains, rivers, peach blossoms, 
artichokes have requested me to speak for 
them.

Voices within voices within voices: Stephen 


Mitchell’s poem on the Chinese 
landscape painter Tao Chi is a 
metaphor for his own vocation — 
the rigorous, transformative, not 
always appreciated art of literary 
translation. 

Mitchell has spent a lifetime 
“finding a language” — in the 
English language for some of 
the greatest works in world litera- 
ture: the Book of Job, the Tao Te 
Ching, six volumes of verse by the 
Austrian poet/mystic Rainer 
Maria Rilke. You may have seen 
him on Bill Moyers’s PBS series 
The Book of Genesis (he translat- 
ed Genesis for the series, at 
Moyers’s request). He is a poet 
and author, a Bodhisattva scholar 
who left a doctoral program at 
Yale to seek a different “enlight- 
enment” through Zen. He reads 
“seven or eight or nine lan- 
guages”; he seems to have tapped 
into some deep, inner source 
where all languages fuse in a 
music of syllables a harmo- 
nious Babel of the mind. Mitchell 
has much more than “an ear for 
language.” He has the translator’s 
equivalent of perfect pitch. 

Full Woman, Fleshly Apple, Hot 
Moon brings his acclaimed virtu- 
osity to selected poems by the 
already larger-than-life Chilean 
poet, surrealist, communist, 
diplomat, political exile, and 1971 
Nobel laureate, Pablo Neruda 
(pseudonym of Neftali Ricardo 
Reyes, 1904-1973). In Mitchell’s 
English rendering, excerpts from 
Neruda’s best-known works — 
Canto general, Cien sonetos de 
amor, Odas elementales — are 
reborn in all the steamy vitality of 
the Spanish original. The book’s 
title is the first line of one of 
Neruda’s inimitably ripe, 
erotic sonnets: “Full 
woman, fleshly apple, hot 
moon,/thick smell of sea- 
weed, crushed mud and 
light,/what obscure bril- 
liance opens between your 
columns?/What ancient 
night does a man touch 
with his senses?” (poem 
XII from Cien sonetos de 
amor). All the poems in 
Mitchell’s collection 
breathe with Neruda’s 
earthiness and_ sensuality 
— images of lush jungles, 
swollen tomatoes, lumi- 
nous, naked flesh; of cook- 
ing and eating and work, 
rough hands encrusted 
with the soil of hard labor. 

This is hardly the first 
English translation of 
Neruda, and it’s not the 
only good one — Robert 
Bly, W.S. Merwin, and Jack 
Schmitt (among others) 
have produced admirable 
versions. But these poems bear 
the unmistakable stamp _ of 
Mitchell’s authority and _intelli- 
gence. Neruda is known for his 
casual tone, his deceptively simple 
diction as he pours forth a dizzy-

ing rush of images. Mitchell’s 
approach is to channel this tor- 
rent, as gracefully and literally as 
possible, from Spanish into 
English. If he stretches a word 
slightly, it’s for good reason: as 
when in “Algunas bestias”/“Some 
Beasts” “el fondo del agua 
magna” becomes “the depths of 
the all-powerful water.” The obvi- 
ous “great” doesn’t quite convey 
the primal force of the loaded, 
Latinate “magna.” Mitchell’s del- 
icate balancing act makes each 
English word fall with the weight 
of inevitability. 

Over the phone from his home 
in northern California, Mitchell 
describes the intricate demands of 
his work, musing on how his sub- 
jects “find a language” through 
his efforts. “I don’t know how 
they find me, but I’m very grate- 
ful that they do. I can tell you that

by a very important and deeply 
powerful, intimate presence that | 
didn’t even know | needed, but in 
fact | needed more than anything. 

“When Rilke spoke about soli- 
tude as something positive, and 
necessary for the creative process, 
it was an extraordinary relief to 
me, because | had been 
thinking of it as a kind of 
disease! That led me to 
learn German when I got 
back to America the next 
year. So for me it's always 
a question, with these pres- 
ences, of the personal con- 
nection coming first — an 
experience of falling in love 

and later learning the 
language. | had the same 
experience, a little later, 
with the Book of Job. 
That’s why I learned 
Hebrew, and textual schol- 
arship — so | could enter 
that huge abyss of wisdom 
and terror.” 

As the old Italian maxim 
about the art of translation 
goes, “Traduttore, tradi- 
tore” — “Translator, trai- 
tor.” Translation involves 
far more than just finding 
the “right” meaning and 
rejecting the “wrong” ones. 
It’s an endless, labyrinthine 
progression of small choices. 
What’s remarkable about Stephen 
Mitchell's translations is that they 
resonate the original in ways you 
can’t pin down to a choice of 
word here, a turn of phrase there. 





He is faithful not just to the text, 
in the sense of letters on a page, 
but to the spiritual presence of the 
author. 

How does he manage to “trans- 
late” all the subtleties of style — 
the form of a poem, for instance? 
“It depends on the poem, I would 
say. My experiences working with 
Rilke and Neruda are very differ- 
ent. With Neruda, I was quite lit- 
eral. His whole way of approach- 
ing the world has such an exuber- 
ance and vitality, a juiciness and 
sexuality, that in a sense he’s 
breathing out the poetry. The 
form is very impromptu. Where 
people, in my mind, go wrong 
with Neruda is where they try to 
fiddle with it. Somebody's ego is 
getting in the way, or trying to be 
showy, whereas if you just step 
aside and let him speak, it all 
comes through. With Rilke it’s a 
whole different experience, 
because Rilke is writing in very 
formal verse. With Rilke I was 
much less literal, because I had to 
be. I needed to re-create the 
music as well as the meaning.” 

The challenges in translating 
the Bible are different still: the 
original texts are often fragmen- 
tary or corrupt, and the stories 
have been embellished by cen- 
turies of telling and retelling — 
burdened (to borrow William 
Blake’s term) by the cultural 
dogma of “priestcraft.” Mitchell 
peels back all these layers and 
reawakens the original voice. 
With the Book of Job, he says, “It

was the consciousness of the Job 
poet that I had fallen in love with. 
It’s a central story in my own 
story; it was my pathway into 
spiritual practice, my natural 
koan. The question of its being 
the Bible, sacred texts, all of that, 
was irrelevant. It didn’t enter into 
the experience in the least: And 
then the verse form was some- 
thing | felt it was important to re- 
create. Most people don’t know 
that it is written in Hebrew verse, 
a kind of loose trimeter. Which 
meant I had to be freer, because 
without that music, you don't 
have the intensity you need.” 

A meticulous scholar, Mitchell 
reads French, German, Hebrew, 
Spanish . . . the list goes on. But, 
he cautions, there are different 
ways of “knowing” a language. 
“The way I'd say it is that it’s not 
that | know German, | know 
Rilke’s German. And _ Job's 
Hebrew | know well, although my 
Israeli Hebrew is fairly laugh- 
able.” 

Did he have to master Lao 
Tze’s Chinese before translating 
the Tao Te Ching? 

“Well, there’s a story about 
that!” he laughs. “In 1974, six 
months after | began living and 
practicing with my old Zen master, 
I came to him one day and said, 
‘Don’t you think it’s about time 
that I started learning Chinese and 
Sanskrit?’ And he said, ‘Why?’ 
And | said, ‘Well, I’m trying to 
immerse myself as deeply as I can 
in the teachings of the Buddha, 
and the most profound teachings 
of the Mahayana are in Chinese 
and Sanskrit. Shouldn’t I be get- 
ting closer to the words?’ 

“And he gave me one of his 
patented withering looks and 
said, ‘The Buddha's teachings are 
beyond words. What good will it 
do you to get close to the words?’ 
And it sank in that my graduate- 
school mode was not terribly rele- 
vant here. 

“That’s why I never learned 
Chinese. When | finally did come 
to work on the Tao Te Ching, | 
worked with a very old American 
translation, which had_ the 
Chinese text, and opposite each 
character an equivalent English 
word or phrase. | could see the 
actual movement of _ the 
ideograms. And, of course, there 
were dozens of other translations 
into English and German and 
French. ... 

“To translate something not 
knowing the original language is 
something | would have thought 
I'd never do. It’s dangerous, if 
you’re not impeccable in other 
ways in your fidelity to the text. 
But I thought the more important 
part was that I was standing in the 
place where Lao Tze was stand- 
ing. That gave me a different kind 
of permission.” 

Maybe that’s why Mitchell’s 
Rilke is so widely admired, why 
his Neruda is enjoying such suc- 
cess. Because his first connection 
to any work he translates is spiri- 
tual — or as he says (in the case 
of Lao Tze), “umbilical.” He 
reaches the voice within the 
“archaic torso of Apollo” in 
Rilke’s famous sonnet, echoing 
from deep within its curved stone 
the poetry god’s command: “for 
here, there is no place/that does 
not see you. You must change

would be the first to admit that his elegant, 
freestanding, desktop-sized mobiles of sterling 
silver or gold leaf or painted metal are the 
immediate heirs of the pioneer work of 
Alexander Calder. And since the format is 


unusual — not too many people 
make mobiles — it would be easy 
to regard his dynamically station- 
ary machines, with their floating, 
counterbalanced forms, as more 
derivative than inventive. Then 
again, no one denigrates Lucien 
Freud’s portraits as derivative of 
Sargent, or decries Elizabeth 
Bishop’s poetry as imitative of 
Wordsworth. When a genre is well 
established, like realism in painting 
or lyricism in poetry, we recognize 
originality as a matter of refine- 
ment, more on the order of culti- 
vating a garden than creating a 
new species of rose. 

Davis’s delightful, evocative, 
bouncing abstractions suggest 
that he is in conversation — even 
argument — with the master. If 
Calder’s kinetic sculpture is like 
the invention of a musical instru- 
ment, Davis demonstrates that 
the instrument has an unexpected 
mellifluence and range. The 
motions Davis’s mobiles go 
through approach storytelling, 
complete with beginning, middle, 
and end. The dragon group — 
Tall Dragon, Celestial Dragon, 
and Large Dragon with Sun — 
suggests circus seals, with a cen- 
tral, animal-shaped form that lifts 
to a point about which various 
colorful objects whirl. Another 
group — including Galaxy, Into 
Space, and Nightscape mostly 
sets a dark base against paper- 
thin, seemingly airborne swirls of 
silver. It offers magical galaxies, 
with planets and moons and 
comets “in perpetual 
interaction — the uni- 
verse as God’s playpen. 
Then there’s a series 
recalling that moment 
when a school of fish 
turn in unison; instead 
of the artist’s typically 
deliberate and austere 
coordination of a few 
objects, his Willows 
entails multiple net- 
works of identical gold- 
en leaves that move 
together on wire webs. 

Yet for all that they 
may initially conjure 
the antics of sea otters 
or the flight of birds, 
these polished, deli- 








cately manipulated 
metal constructions 
convey loneliness. If 


Calder mobiles were set 
to music, we’d hear 
Stravinsky — _ bold, 
declarative, disposed to 
atonality. To behold 
Mark Davis’s work is 
to hear Samuel Barber, 
gentle, nuanced 
orchestrations whose 
power lies in harmonious under- 
statement. 

Although Davis’s mobiles rely 
on the balance of subtly connect- 
ed parts for their grace and vitali- 
ty, the artist, in another departure 
from Calder, plays down those 
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connections. From each base, the 
vertical stems disappear at sharp- 
ened points across which virtually 
invisible horizontal lines of metal 
keep their dreamlike objects aloft 
at either end. In other words, 
those objects live in a state of per- 
manent and absolute separation 
from each other — which is at 
odds with their complementari- 
ness in weight and design. 
They’re like failed lovers. Davis’s 
achievement — his kinetic musi- 
cality, his Communicative abstrac- 
tions, his sad play — expresses 
the emotional range and integrity 
of an important artistic career. 

At 86, Gunnar Norrman is 
twice Mark Davis's age. But his 


small, evanescent pencil drawings 
and engravings of trees and gar- 
dens, shorelines and buildings 
(usually those of Malm6, Sweden, 
where he lives), deliver a sense of 
timeless tranquility. You’re struck 
by the quietude of these diminu-

balance of occupied and unoccu- 
pied space. The air surrounding 
his natural images both magnifies 
them and renders them impor- 
tant; they work like whispered 
dramas. A willow branch stands 
out in razor-sharp relief against a 
background of muted fog; rushes 
as delicate as angel hair rise from 
an intimation of water; deciduous 
trees finely detailed as baby’s 
breath stand on a sloping hillside 
in the first shimmering epiphany 
of spring. 

It is hard to imagine that 
Norrman’s uniformly delicate 
images, often no bigger than a 
wallet photo, never succumb to 
predictability or sentimentality. 
Yet they don’t. Their success lies 
partly in the immense technical 
skill of the artist, who can make 
every pine needle in an entire 
spruce register as true and dis- 
tinct.

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The return of Ric 


Ocasek shakes it up on Troublizing 
BY MATT ASHARE Ric Ocasek has to have 


one of the: most instantly recognizable heads 
of rock-and-roll hair to have ever come out of 
Boston. Which makes it easy as hell to pick 
him out of the modest crowd of latte-sipping 
slackers gathered for a late-afternoon caffeine 










fix at the Other Side Café, on the 
other side of the same Newbury 
Street Ocasek used to stroll back 
in the days before Tower Records 
and Gap Kids. He’s the guy with 
the oversized black mop-top sit- 
ting in the corner, picking at a 
fruit-and-cheese plate and hold- 
ing court as various members of 
the local rock press drop by for 
chats about Troublizing, his first 
release since signing a joint 
record and production deal with 
Columbia last year. 

Actually, the new album — 
which comes out this Tuesday, 
with production and guitar work 
by Smashing Pumpkins frontguy 
Billy Corgan, as well as the back- 
ing of a band featuring Hole 
bassist Melissa Auf der Maur, Bad 
Religion guitarist Brian Baker, 
Nada Surf drummer Ira Elliot, 
and his former Cars buddy Greg 
Hawkes on keyboards — is much 
more than that. It’s really 
Ocasek’s first solo album set in 
the alternative ‘90s, a decade 
that’s seen him get more notice 
for producing bands like Weezer, 
D-Generation, and Bad Religion 
than for either of two largely 
ignored discs for Reprise — ’91’s 
Fireball Zone and ’95’s Quick 
Change World. 

“Those two albums were my 
most struggling, not sure of what 
I was doing records,” he admits 
with a casual shrug that suggests 
the former Cars hitmaker has 
already worked through those 
issues in therapy. “Maybe it was 
just the wrong time in my life. I 
don’t know what all the reasons 
are, but I took timé off and pro- 
duced a lot. I figured that the next 
time I made a record, I’d have a 
clearer view of the future.” 

The future, oddly enough, has 
turned out to be a lot more like the 
new-wave past Ocasek came out 
of than anyone could have pre- 
dicted even just a few years ago. 
Synthesized dance music, in the 
form of what’s been dubbed “elec- 
tronica,” is in again, and it’s mix- 
ing with guitar rock in a way that 
seems to be picking up where the 
postpunk pop of groups like the 
Cars and Blondie left off. What’s 
more, Ocasek’s stock as an influ- 
ential artist has been rising, both 
through his association with suc- 
cessful ’90s artists like Weezer and 
Hole, for whom he produced a 
cover of Fleetwood Mac’s “Gold 
Dust Woman,” and through tacit 
endorsements from Smashing 
Pumpkins, who covered the Cars 
hit “You’re All I’ve Got Tonight,” 
and even Boston’s Letters to Cleo, 
who left their stamp on the Cars 
classic “Dangerous Type.” Indeed, 
though the story of ’90s rock is 

generally told from the perspective 
of mainstream audiences finally 
opening their ears to the rough 
sounds of the underground, 



























Ocasek’s situation suggests an 
alternate version of that cultural 
drama. Maybe alterna-rock’s suc- 
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cess has as much, if not more, to 
do with underground artists’ 
opening their music up to main- 
stream influences like the Cars? 

“They say there is no avant- 
garde, it’s just that people are a lit- 
tle slow,” Ocasek riffs before 
pausing to consider his response. 
“Well, I was a little surprised, 
when bands started asking me to 
produce their records, that they’d 
actually heard of the Cars. 
Courtney [Love] told me that 
Kurt [Cobain] used to listen to 
our stuff all the time at home. The 
Chili Peppers once told me that 
Rock for Light [the 1983 Bad 
Brains disc Ocasek produced] was 
one of their favorite albums ever. 
And I hadn’t worked with Billy 
[Corgan] before, but I’d been to 
see him play, and every time he’d 
come to New York he’d come over 
to my place there and we’d mess 
around in the basement.” 

Before . turning part of 
Troublizing over to Corgan, 
Ocasek had already recorded his 
own demos, put together a band 
for the sessions (“I just mentally 
kept a note of all the people I’d 
worked with producing other 
bands who I thought would be 
good together when I made a 
record”), and done some work on 
the disc at Cambridge’s Fort 
Apache studio with producers 
Sean Slade and Paul Kolderie. 
Those initial sessions yielded 
some of the disc’s basic rhythm 
tracks. The rest of the album was 
recorded in NYC with Ocasek 
and Corgan co-producing. 

“My original idea was to have 
different artists produce different 
tracks on it because I’m a produc- 
er myself, and I didn’t want 
another real producer type. But I 
ended up doing half the record 
myself and asking Billy if he’d like 
to do a couple of tunes, you 
know, just take them under his 
wing and do what he felt like. As 
an artist I’m always curious about 
what somebody else would do 
with a song. I really liked what he 
did with that version of ‘You’re All 
I’ve Got Tonight,’ the way he 
stripped it down and made it into 
a cool thing. So I thought if he 
could strip ‘You’re All I’ve Got 
Tonight’ down, then maybe he 
could do the same with some of 
my new tunes.” 

Actually, beefing up might be a 
better way to describe Corgan’s 
influence on Troublizing. 
Guitarist Brian Baker, who was 
thrashing away rebelliously in the

seminal straight-edge DC hard- 
core band Minor Threat back 
when Ocasek was letting the good 
times roll with the Cars (who ever 
thought those two worlds would 
ever meet?), might also be 
responsible for the disc’s more 
aggressive guitar tone. Either 
way, Troublizing opens with a 
short blast of feedback followed 
by the thick churn and chug of 
heavily overdriven guitars zeroing 
in on the kind of streamlined 
melody Ocasek perfected on 
1978’s indispensable debut, The 
Cars. With the combined lure of 
Hawkes’s space-age synth lines 
and Ocasek’s patented pinched 
deadpan vocal pulling a gleaming 
hook to the surface on the chorus, 
that opening tune, “The Next 
Right Moment,” splits the differ- 
ence between the cool precision 
of the Cars and the intensity of 
Smashing Pumpkins. Call it 
“Don’t Cha Stop” with bigger 
amps, maybe a tad less catchy, 
but a lot more propulsive. And 
though it won’t replace The Cars 
in anyone’s record collection, it’ll 
fit right in next door. 

Like his hair, Ocasek’s song- 
writing hasn’t changed much 
since the days of “My Best 
Friend’s Girl” and “Good Times 
Roll.” Strip away the sleek, mod- 
ern production of any Cars hits 
and you’re left with three-, maybe 
four-chord tunes that come 
straight out of the tradition of 
“Be-bop-a-lula, she’s my baby” 
— filtered, of course, through the 
ironic lens of Warholian pop art 





and the skewed rock basics of 
Lou Reed and the Velvet 
Underground. You can be sure 
that when Ocasek titles a song 
“Not Shocked,” he’s going to 
sing the words “not shocked” at 
least 10 or 12 times — probably 
during the tune’s chorus, which 
indeed he does on Troublizing. 
But that doesn’t mean he won’t 
inject a little deadpan absurdity 
into the mix with lines like “You 
got the weary number/Pick up the 
party line/You give the bad 
cucumber/Oh, you’re never going 
to fall behind.” 

“I have a sense of humor about 
life, which I feel you must carry 
around with you,” admits Ocasek 
when I ask him about his lyrics 
and the generally upbeat if some- 
what ironic tone of his songs, 
from the oldies “Good Times 
Roll” and “Shake It Up” through 
new tunes “The Next Right 
Moment” and “Here We Go.” 
“There’s going to be some combi- 
nation of words in my songs that 
is going to be a little bit uplifting 
or, well, you’re certainly going to 
have to laugh a bit. I definitely 
wouldn’t say that I’m jovial. I 
don’t come into a crowded room 
and start being a loudmouth. But 
I think that some things are so 
tragic that they’ve just got to be 
funny in some way.” 

Maybe that’s why the only real 
clunker on Troublizing is “Society 
Trance,” an eerie spoken-word 
number that seems to take itself 
too seriously for its own good. 
“Lovers and outsiders divorced 





from the uncaring world/They’re 
sometimes viewed as heroes. . . 
Absorbed and tormented by loneli- 
ness, the inability to communi- 
cate,” is a fair sampling of its melo- 
dramatic prose. Sounds like some- 
thing angst-ridden Billy Corgan 
might scribble down in one of his 
notebooks. Which has to make you 
wonder, how does an artist who 
seems as self-aware and, well, 
comfortable with his own discom- 
fort as Ocasek find a common 
ground with someone as humor- 
lessly tormented as Corgan? 

“Yeah, well, Billy’s still mad at 
the world,” admits Ocasek. “He’s 
in the middle of the full-force star 
treatment, and maybe he’s not 
sure what to with the bombard- 
ment of information. I was a 
wiser-ass when I was with the 
Cars and we were catapulted to 
that level. I didn’t take it quite so 
seriously because I knew there 
would be an up and a down and I 
didn’t want to end up like some 
people who fall so far down 
because they believe their own 
legend. I just thought, ‘Okay, I’m 
the same person as I was when I 
started, I’m just ready to do 
another record now, please.’ 
Things do seem to have gotten 
worse. Things are maybe more 
tragic now, or at least the kids 
seem to be getting more tragic. 

“But there’s this Zen saying | 
always like to remember: ‘The 
house burned down and now I 
can see the moon.’ ”

Tanya Donelly, solo artist 


BY JOAN ANDERMAN Tanya Donelly is 
darting about the kitchen at Fort Apache 
studios in Cambridge, a cheerful blonde sprite 
in towering blue Mary Janes, cutoff jeans, and 
teeny-weeny tank top. She’s multi-tasking like 
crazy — scanning the fridge for cream, 


apologizing profusely for being 
late, contemplating the ideal spot 
for a conversation, and chiding 
the office guys for debating — 
again! — the relative merits of 
Bob Mould and Grant Hart. And 
this is the woman who will short- 
ly explain that, these days, she’s 
moving ass-backwards through 
life. 

True enough: Donelly has a 
predilection for finding out where 
she’s going after she’s arrived. 
She and her husband of a year, 
former Juliana Hatfield Three 
bassist Dean Fisher, moved from 
Providence to Boston a few years 
ago thinking it would be a way 
station en route to some other, 
more fabulous, final destination. 
Lo and behold, a year later it 
dawned on them that there’s no 
place like home; Boston is their 
“perfect city.” Likewise, Donelly 
sidled into her latest album pro- 
ject (her first solo disc, Lovesongs 
for Underdogs, will be released by 
Reprise this Tuesday) equally 
unaware, which in retrospect was 
a serendipitous approach. 

“It would’ve been really, really 
scary if I’d gone into the studio to 
make a solo record,” she explains. 
“When Wally [Gagel, her co-pro- 
ducer and engineer, whose credits 
include Folk Implosion’s “The 
Natural One” and Sebadoh’s 
Harmacy] and I went in together, 
we were supposed to be making 
demos. But we ended up putting 
down all this stuff and playing lots 
of parts. The drums actually came 
in last. So I really never had the 
experience of feeling I was mak- 
ing a record.” 

However skewed the method, 
the 31-year-old singer/guitarist/ 
songwriter, who helped sculpt the 
alternative-rock landscape as a 
founding member of Throwing 
Muses, the Breeders, and Belly, is 
heading full bore into the mysteri- 
ous heart of Phase Four: Tanya 
Donelly, solo artist. Mistress-of- 
her-domain is a daunting, if 
thrilling, prospect after 11 years as 
a band member. So rather than jet 
off to New York or LA and cut her 
disc with slick session cats in a 
music mecca, Donelly stayed 
home, hunkered down at the Fort 
(“That room has a really great 
vibe”), where she’s made two 
records in the past, and surround- 
ed herself with family and friends, 
who also happen to be some of 
Boston’s finest musicians. 

Hubby Fisher played bass. 
“Yes, we actually used to have a 
big philosophy about that, you 
know, we believed it was just 
wrong. But things got to the point 
where if I’m playing something 
around the house, he’s gonna 
pick up an instrument and start 
playing too. Plus, we didn’t want 
to be separated. Of course, I 
wouldn’t have hired him if he 
wasn’t great.” Drum duties were 
variously handled by former Pixie 
David Lovering, David Narcizio 
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from the Muses, and former 
Letters to Cleo/current Veruca 
Salt drummer Stacey Jones. Rich 
Gilbert (Human Sexual 
Response/Zulus/Concussion 
Ensemble), whom Donelly has 
“always, always” wanted to work 
with, contributed pedal steel, 
bowed saw, and most stringed 
things in between. Fisher, Gilbert, 
Narcizio, and keyboardist 
Elizabeth Steen (who’s been play- 
ing lately with Count Zero) will 
hit the road with Donelly this fall; 
look for a hometown show some- 
time in October. 

Great comfort that it was to 
have trusted friends supporting 
her in the studio, there’s only one 
spotlight now, trained on the girl 
front and center. And whether the 
album takes off or bombs, there’s 
one ass on the line. 

“It feels good,” Donelly admits. 
“It feels weird. There’s definitely 
a lot more pressure as an individ- 
ual . . . My publicist will say that 
such-and-such a reviewer doesn’t 
like it, and I want to go talk to 
them. I want to ask them, “Why 
don’t you like me?’ ” 

But asked whether she could 
imagine being in a band again, 
she offers a resounding no. “I’m 
in a mindset where I’m actually 
wondering what it even means to 
be in a band. Because music 
doesn’t call for two guitars, bass, 
and drums, necessarily. It’s way 
more kinetic and flexible than 
that. I have parts in my head, and 
now I just play them, and I’m not 
stepping on anybody’s toes.” 

Lovesongs for Underdogs is 
indeed a dynamic collection. (It’s 
no paean to romance, however. 
When I mention this, Donelly 
cracks up. “The title was Dean’s 
idea. Ha! There are around two 
love songs on it... ”) Her smart, 
shimmering tunes, previously 
decorated with the discordant, 
breakneck badge of disenfran- 
chised youth, have been stripped 
down, slowed up, and stream- 
lined. The result is way more, 
well, kinetic than anything she’s 
put out in the past. And even 
though ultra-mod drum loops 
and sampled sounds are tossed 
into the mix, there’s an organic 
feel here — especially on the lilt- 
ing waltz “Mysteries of the 
Unexplained”; the somber 
“Acrobat,” with its primal, word- 
less harmonies; the sweet acoustic 
rush of “Goat Girl”; and the hyp- 
notic, marching “Manna” 
(Donelly’s favorite track).

It’s an aesthetic Donelly says is 
inspired by her deepening 
embrace of folk and country 
roots. The idea of breaking the 
rules of pop just for the fuck of it 
— practically a by-law of the 
Muses and Breeders school of 
alterna-rock rebellion — is no 
longer the point. And _ the 
lush/tough vision of a pop dream- 
scape that Donelly explored with 
Belly has segued into something 
more . . . mature. Not that the 
new songs have sacrificed any of 
her intensity or eccentric edge. Or 
that she’s traded in her thunder- 
ing Les Paul for a mandolin, 
though tiples (an instrument sim- 
ilar to a mandolin) and strings 
lace Lovesongs with a grace and 
warmth not heard, or for that 
matter aspired to, on any of her 
earlier band projects. 

Reckless, in-your-face speed- 
balls are simply. not as big a turn- 
on, Donelly confirms, as finding 
the right two notes. “I’m learning 
the meaning of tradition late in life. 
I’ve been listening to the new 
Johnny Cash, Vic Chesnutt, Wilco, 
Mary Margaret O’Hara . . . And 
I’m starting to realize that what I 
enjoy are the slower songs, the 
spacier ones, the ones that are a 
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little more sonically interesting. | 
just started to get bored of loud 
electric guitars, though that’s great 
sometimes. In a context.” 

For better or worse, bad times 
tend to be a great time, output- 
wise, for creative souls; a lot of 
the music on Lovesongs was writ- 
ten when Donelly was coming off 
a massive wave of disappointment 
following Belly’s break-up. “Even 
though I think everything unfold- 
ed the way it was supposed to, 
there was a lot of sadness and 
anger that came after Belly. | 
think we had another record in us 
if we’d been able to overcome 
some things, both musical and 
personal. But at the same time I 
was moving into this new area of 
excitement and expectation. So 
this music sort of happened in 
between.” 

The delicately gnarled rock 
tunes, moody ballads, and sly, 
provocative pop that emerged 
from those emotional and profes- 
sional cracks indeed find Donelly 
in an ambiguous frame of mind 
— reflecting and refracting, as 
ever, the general chaos of being 
alive. But the minefield of mind- 
fucks and free-form fears that she 
tripped through on the Belly 











records, like a kicking, screaming 
princess in a fairytale gone 
wrong, is dotted with beacons. At 
this stage, it would seem, love is 
dark and wrong and yet somehow 
redemptive. Hopes are dashed, 
transformed, resurrected. Details 
(a rare commodity in a Donelly 
tune, and getting rarer) are 
invariably set adrift on a vast, 
impressionistic seascape of doubt 
and, ultimately, faith — the fall- 
out, perhaps, of growing up and 
settling down. 

“For a long time I’d sort of 
given up, on the possibility of 
being happy,” she allows. “I guess 
I thought, ‘Well, who deserves to 
be happy? It’s a scandal to even 
think that you can be.’ At some 
point you have to throw the word 
out the window, it’s such an over- 
simplification of what really hap- 
pens. But you know, I am. I never 
thought I’d be married. And 
musically I feel I’m headed, at 
least, in some sort of direction.” 

Such sage philosophizing dou- 
bles as excellent mental prep work 
for an uncertain future, especially 
when you’re an artist on a profes- 
sional precipice who confesses to 
worrying obsessively. “It’s my 
great weakness. All-around, per- 
sonal fear. That and not picking 
guitar well.” 

Are her wee morning hours 
filled with hallucinations about 
the fate of Lovesongs? “Well, I 
have started thinking about that. 
Whatever happens, I'll still in five 
years time want things to come 
down. I’d like the word ‘single’ to 
be dropped out of my life at some 
point. In 10 years I probably 
won’t want to be touring any- 
more. I’d like to just be making 
records, and on a small scale.” 

Might a couple of little Donelly- 
Fishers be shorting out the amps at 
some point? “We think about kids. 
We spent the last couple of days 
with Kristin [Hersh, Donelly’s 
half-sister and Throwing Muses 
mate] and her children, and when- 
ever I’m around them I get going 
on about it. But I don’t have the 
kind of stamina that Kristin has, as 
far as touring with three kids goes. 
I think I'd like to wait a few years 
and do it on some kind of down- 
time.” 

Meanwhile, Donelly and band 
are rehearsing at New Alliance in 
what they’ve dubbed the “Aimee 
Mann/Weezer” room, after two 
of its former inhabitants. Later 
this month they’ll embark on a 
fall-winter tour of England and 
the US in support of Lovesongs. 
Even at this monumental juncture 
in the arc of her career, even in 
the context of the current explo- 
sion of women in pop music, 
Donelly is reluctant to reflect on 
her trailblazing role in the evolu- 
tion of alternative rock. 

“Kristin and I were actually 
talking about this the other 
night,” she says after a long, 
thoughtful pause. “For years we 
thought, ‘No, no, no, it was just 
timing.’ We never wanted to say 
that we were responsible for any- 
thing actually happening. But in 
retrospect I can see that we were 
part of a vanguard. And that’s a 
nice feeling. Especially on the 
female front. I’ve gotten letters 
from women saying, ‘I started 
playing guitar today because of 
you.’ That’s enormously, enor- 
mously gratifying.” we

BROKEN SPELLS 


Emotional singing isn’t simply a mat- 
ter of spilling your guts, and no one 
offers better proof than Sinéad 
O’Connor. From her first album, The 
Lion and the Cobra (Ensign/ 
Chrysalis, 1987), her extraordinary 
technique has been offered in the ser- 
vice of emotional drama a voice 
that could negotiate whiplash rhythms 
and octave leaps in quick syllables, at 
once vulnerable and indomitable. 
What’s more, she was capable of so 
many sounds: high nasal head tones 
and constrained whispers, back-of- 
the-throat glottal cello tones, rock- 
and-roll yelps. These were never mere 
technical effects — songs like her 
“Three Babies” and “Last Day of Our 
Acquaintance” and her cover of 
Prince’s “Nothing Compares 2U” 
were full of narrative shadings, chill- 
ing episodes. 

Which is why if you go to a Sinéad 
O’Connor concert and your eyes 
don’t well with tears at least once, you 
might be tempted fo ask for your 
money back. Sinéad is touring on the 
slim six-song Gospel Oak (Chrysalis/ 
EMI), her first release since 1994’s 
Universal Mother. The new material is 
subdued and, in its way, beautiful, the 
sound of traditional Irish airs more 
pronounced than ever. (In fact, one of 
the best tracks on it is a version of a 
traditional ballad, here “He Moved 
Through the Fair,” with its dream 
imagery and mysterious lover.) But 
her songs, and her singing, on evi- 
dence of the new CD and her show at 
Harborlights Pavilion last Thursday 
(August 28), are more generic, less 
surprising these days, without much 
of the old spine-tingling, eye-filling 
chill. 

At Harborlights, she was backed by 
a six-piece band (including key- 
boards, replete with Irish pipe 
effects, and cello) and a four-woman 
back-up chorus (Donegal’s the 
Screaming Orphans, who opened the 
show with peppy folk rock and ten- 
sion-filled stacked vocal harmonies). 
Many of the old songs were there, 
but not a lot of the color. The open- 
ing “The Emperor’s New Clothes” 
(from 1990's pivotal | Do Not Want 
What I Haven't Got),.full of domes- 
tic tension, was little more than a 
bouncy guitar rocker. Other early 
songs were ‘similarly flattened. The 
arrangements didn’t always help. 
“The Last Day of Our Acquaintance” 
is moving for its depiction of bleak 
isolation — the singer and her 
departed lover are the only actors. 
Letting the Screaming Orphans 
chime in after a verse or so at 
Harborlights did nothing but break 
the spell. (It also didn’t help that 
O’Connor communicated with the 
audience after each song chiefly with 
a shy, giddy “Thank yooo!” that 
sounded annoyingly like Minnie Pearl 
shouting “How doooo!”) 

The songs from Universal Mother 
celebrate the goddess and all that 
good stuff, but there’s plenty of ten- 
sion there, too (no one makes the 
personal political, and vice versa, 
better than O’Connor). At Harbor- 
lights, she sang several of the album’s 
love songs, but she achieved most of 
her effects through shifts in volume 





— there were none of her 
chiaroscuro touches. A convincing 
political diatribe like “Fire on 


Babylon” worked best when she 
unleashed mighty, long high-note, 
pitch-perfect cries of “Fire!”, sound- 
ing the alarm, trying to wake up 
Ireland and the world. It was telling 
that one of the most effective pieces 
of the night wasn’t even sung — it 
was the rapped “Famine.” 

Maybe this was just an off night. 
Certainly some of the lyrics on Gospel 
Oak have the old Sinéad sting (“Your 
rage is like a fist in my womb,” from 
“This IS A Rebel Song”). But the 
most emotional pure singing may have 
been of Bob Marley’s “Redemption 
Song,” and there it came in the way 
she varied Marley’s breathy invocation

of “the Almighty” with her own gentle, 
pure-toned resignation. When she’s 
on, O’Connor can access an audi- 
ence’s emotions as readily as her own.

GOLDFINGER: 
SKA-CORE 


Goldfinger are a tanned and tattoo’d 
band from Los Angeles who play both 
kinds of music — ska and punk. 
Okay, there’s a little heavy metal there 
in the mix too, but it’s just a binding 
agent, something to keep those 
springy ska verses tightly riveted to 
those thrashy punk choruses, not to 
mention a way to help the kids in the 
audience switch from skankin’ to 
moshin’ without having anyone throw 
his back out. And it did the trick a 
week ago Tuesday when Goldfinger 
played a short (45-minute), energetic 
set for a sweaty crowd downstairs at 
the Middle East, just a week before 
their sophomore disc Hang-Ups 
(Mojo/Universal) hit the stores this 
past Tuesday. 

Bleach-blond Goldfinger frontguy 
John Feldmann (whose mom probably 
still wishes he’d gone to law school) 
gave due props to the Boston group he 
credited with inspiring the current 
wave of ska-core, the Mighty Mighty 
Bosstones. “We wouldn't be here if it 
weren't for them,” he barked. 
Outfitted with a new two-man horn 
section and a couple of dancers from 
the audience, Goldfinger also offered 
tribute to one of the seminal British 
outfits who cooked the Jamaican-bred 
rhythms of ska into something palat- 
able for punks by closing the night 
with a rewed up cover of the Specials’ 


Goldfinger give it to them.

“Night Club,” a classic even the 
teenagers in the all-ages crowd 
seemed to know all the words to. The 
band also pulled off an impromptu ska 
interpretation of a verse from Led 
Zeppelin’s “Stairway to Heaven” — 
which wasn’t really tongue-in-cheek 
and said as much about Goldfinger’s 
roots as the Specials tune. 

But with the release of Hang-Ups, 


Feldmann and his crew — guitarist 
Charlie Paulson, bassist Simon 
Williams, and drummer Darrin 


Pfeiffer — should consider spreading 
around another thank-you or two. 
The disc more or less pulls out all the 
stops to appeal to the broadest. possi- 
ble youth audience, demonstrating the 
kind of ambitious outlook bands 
working this increasingly crowded 
terrain require to bridge the gap 
between hard-working cult attraction 
and mainstream success. So 
Goldfinger borrow the snotty stomp 
of Green Day’s “Welcome to 
Paradise,” as well as a hint of that 
tune’s vocal melody, for the rambunc- 
tious “Authority.” Thank you, Billie 
Joe. And they pinch the not-so-secret 
recipe for earnest meat-and-sweet- 
potatoes punk pop. that the 
Descendents cooked up more than a 
decade ago on a couple of tunes. 
Thank you, Milo. This one is even 
served up Descendents style, with an 
unsettling hint of meanness and a 
dash of wounded male ego lending a 
slightly sour edge to the sugary 
melodies, particularly on “Last Time,” 
which hangs zooming buzz-pop 
hooks on the end of lines like “If I 
could turn back time, I’d look you in 
the eye, then | might see your lies.” 
Feldmann, who co-produced the 
disc, tops off the well-paced mix of 
tightly wound, horn-accented ska 
tunes (“Superman” and “Carlita”) 
and thrashy punk numbers (“Chris 
Cayton” and “Disorder”) by attempt- 
ing what would have been a total 
heresy only a few years ago; before 
ska-core bands were heavy-rotation 
contenders. On the mildly ska-inflect- 
ed “This Lonely Place” and “20¢ 
Goodbye,” he cleans up the guitars 
until they almost jangle, slows the 
tempo down to a decaffeinated, radio- 
friendly bop, overdubs some vocal 
harmonies, and takes a pretty damn 
good stab at No Doubt-style pop. 
Which is all fine, because originality 
isn’t a particularly valuable commodi- 
ty in the populist ska-punk economy. 
All that matters is connecting with the 
kids — giving them what they want. 
And these days, in case you haven't 
figured it out already, the kids want 
both kinds of music.

Songs from Parchman Farm 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Hell has a soundtrack. It’s in the 


voices of the men recorded behind the barbed wire and 


shotguns of Mississippi’s Parchman State Penitentiary. And 


it can be heard on the two just-released vol- 
umes of Prison Songs: Historical Recordings 
from Parchman Farm, which are part of 
Rounder’s ongoing ‘series of releases from 
the vaults of music historian Alan Lomax. 
Parchman Farm looks like the Delta 
equivalent of Dachau. If you drive south 
from Clarksdale, the compound will come 
into view after a half-hour or so, stretched 
over the flat, red earth 
until, as you drive by, it 
shrinks into the horizon. 
Its grim face, double gates 
secured by armed guards 
and trimmed with razor 
wire, is turned to Highway 
49 West. The acres of rich 
plantation soil surrounded 
by flesh-cutting fence are 
dotted with glorified shot- 
gun shacks and concrete 
buildings housing prison- 
ers. What happens inside 
is far from the view of the 
roadway, but it has been 
immortalized as a death of 
the soul in the songs of 
Mississippi bluesmen and 
by those whom Lomax 
recorded and interviewed. 
His great book The 
Land Where the Blues 
Began (Pantheon) has a 
lengthy chapter on life in 
Parchman that vividly 
recounts the guards’ mur- 
derous brutality, the slav- 
ery work conditions, the 
mental collapse, the pris- 
oner-on-prisoner rapes and beatings. On 


these CDs — volume one is called 
Murderous Home, volume two is Don’tcha 
Hear Poor Mother Calling? — we hear 


many of those same narrators in the flesh. 
Prisoners with names like Tangle Eye, Bull, 
Little Red, and Bama sing work songs, 
homespun spirituals, and a cappella blues; 
they spin fables and talk about how they 
got inside. 

Lomax recorded these men in 1947 and 
’48 with the hope of hearing songs that had 
survived since the era of slavery. He found 
instead a new, living repertoire that drew 
on all the elements of the African-American 
experience. In the voices of Little Red, 
Tangle Eye, 22, and Hard Hair — singing 
“Early in the Mornin’ ” to the cadenced 
chomp of their axes chipping away a live 
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Lomax recorded 
these men in 
1947 and '48 
with the hope 
of hearing 
songs that had 
survived since 
the era of 
slavery.

oak stump — are echoes of the church (in 
the floating support of 22’s lead vocal) and 
the levee camp, the sounds of mourning 
and mockery. 

The latter is especially important for sur- 
vival in the chains of oppression. And you'll 
find wryly comic stories and metaphorical 
satire down all byways of the blues. Here 
this hard-laboring quartet begin “Early in 
the Mornin’” bemoaning 
their dire conditions, but 
they eventually tread their 
way into a joke (right at the 
point where any guards lis- 
tening would probably lose 
interest) about a dumb 
“peckerwood” — slang for 
both a woodpecker and a 
poor white man — with a 
sore penis. On volume two, 
Bama tells a more light- 
hearted tale of the 
“strongest” man he ever 
saw. The punch line: “They 
was a polecat in the hole, a 
skunk. Well they take him 
and put him in the hole, 
and the skunk come out... 
I believe he was the 
strongest man I ever saw.” 
The honesty of these songs 
of hard experience is the 
result of being stripped to 
the fundamentals of daily 
existence. The damned 
have no use for preten- 
sions. So the sweet-voiced 
Bama doesn’t flinch when 
he tells Lomax that he first 
landed in prison when he shot and cut a 
man, and after that initial stay he decided to 
“go around putting pistols on folks” instead 
of working for a living. The result: 18 years 
behind that razor fence. There’s also a ver- 
sion of the classic bad-ass fable “Stag-o- 
lee,” here listed as “Stackerlee.” Save for the 
song’s fatal climax, it could be the biography 
of one of the men on these CDs. 

These are bad men making beautiful 
music. And it gets no more beautiful than 
when 22 leads the ax gang in “When | 
Went to Leland,” a cry for freedom that 
compares life in Parchman to the slave 
times, and parole to emancipation. As their 
quavering harmonies rise over the bite of 
wood and steel, we can hear the sound of 
the human spirit struggling to rise above 
the trials of the flesh. a

Mary Timony uncovers a Magic City 


BY BRETT MILANO Helium leader Mary Timony was hanging out in 
America Online chatrooms recently when she happened onto a fantasy 
room called “Knights of the Nazarene” and stepped in to investigate. 


What she found was a Dungeons 
& Dragons-type scene that 
turned her off right away. “There 
was some scenario involving a 
tiger and a vampire. | started 
playing along but got really 
bored. One woman was pretend- 
ing to be a tiger, then I jumped in 
and said I was going to pour holy 
water on the two vampires. It 
became apparent that they were 
just total freaks.” 

So much for the idea of 
Timony as a dedicated follower of 
magic — an idea that people will 
probably get from Helium’s won- 
derfully idiosyncratic second 
album, The Magic City (out this 
Tuesday on Matador). Leaving 
their rough guitar origins behind, 
Timony and bandmates Ash 
Bowie (bass, keyboards) and 
Shawn King Devlin (drums) 
explore a Disney-esque sonic 
world that has much as to do with 
fairytales as with rock and roll. 
Timony’s vocals are the only obvi- 
ous link with Helium of old, but

the voice is sweeter than before, 
and so is the music. It’s built not 
on lead guitars but on ’70s key- 
boards (Moogs, Mellotrons, and 
Chamberlains in every corner), a 
warm analog drum sound, and an 
increased sense of melody. And 
the lyrics cover some unusual 
ground — though since many of 
the songs take place in outer 
space, you might say that they 
don’t cover any ground at all. 
Magic and the supernatural fig- 
ure into every song. There’s a 
catchy opening ditty about ESP 
(“Vibrations”), a Cars-like num- 


ber concerning the problems of 
having an extraterrestrial 
boyfriend (the single, “Leon’s 
Space Song”), a rocker about 
seducing a unicorn (“Queen of 
the Fire”), and a harpsichord 
instrumental (“Blue Rain Soda”) 
that harks back to Jethro Tull’s 
Songs from the Wood era. The 
eight-minute centerpiece, 
“Revolution of the Hearts,” 
frames a synthesizer jam against a 
looped drum pattern offering 
shades of Tangerine Dream and 
marmalade skies. Producer Mitch 
Easter pitches in on guitars and 
keyboards, but the album doesn’t 
have the jangly pop sound he’s 
known for from his days with 
R.E.M.; the occasional sitar and 
tambourine are his only signa- 
tures here. Those who loved 
Helium’s earlier Pirate Prude EP 
might not know what to make of 
this; closet prog-rock fans will be 
enchanted right away. So will 
those who play fantasy games in 
AOL chatrooms. 


Hold on a second, old fans 
might be asking: weren’t Helium 
supposed to be a snarly guitar 
band doing songs about female 
rage? And isn’t Timony the same 
angry songwriter who squeezed 
into a prostitute’s outfit for the 
ironic 1994 video “XXX” — yes, 
the same video that caused Beavis 
to tell Butt-head that “this chick 
wants it bad”? 

“It seemed natural for a girl my 
age to be expressing anger in 
music,” she explains over 
chardonnay at the-Middle East. 
“For whatever psychological rea- 
son, | found it casicr to express it 
in my songs than any other way. 
Writing out of anger is an easy 
framework, and that’s one reason 
I don’t do it now. | remember 
hearing Patti Smith say that she 
stopped playing music because 
she wasn’t angry anymore. | 
could totally relate, except that | 
want to keep playing. 

“Lately I'm more into the idea 
that making music is fun. I want it 
to be a collaborative, creative thing, 
rather than using music as a tool. 
When you're 19, you think that 
you can change the world. And 
when you're a girl you think that 
you can just talk about the sexism 
and it goes away — that was the 
whole riot grrri thing for me. I’m 
probably less optimistic now.” 

But there’s the rub, because 
Helium’s old approach would 
probably be more marketable than 
their current one. On the recent 
film soundtrack All over Me 
(TVT), the early Helium track 
“Hole in the Ground” sits com- 
fortably beside more recent num- 
bers by Sleater-Kinney, Ani 
Difranco, and Babes in Toyland 
(Timony had a small part as a 





musician in the film). If female 
rage is going to be a trend, 
Helium seem well suited to ride it. 

“Yeah, it’s like someone in 
some corporation decided that 
women are a good thing to be 
marketed,” is Timony’s response. 
“Maybe we'll be grateful for that 
in 10 years, but it grosses me out 
now. Maybe I needed to make the 
songs less personal because | got 
tired of having to explain them.” 

Because people didn’t under- 
stand? 

“Because they did understand. 
I had a few bad experiences where 
people treated me like I was going 
crazy. | wanted to be a person, 
not just a person who wrote about 
gender issues in her rock-music 
band.” 

Actually, the changes in Helium 
have been going on since day one. 
When Timony joined the band, iri 
1993, she was stepping into other 
people’s shoes. Originally known 
as Chupa (Spanish for “suck”), 
the group were both an outlet for 
their busy rhythm section (Devlin 
and then-bassist Brian Dunton 
were also in Dumptruck, Tackle 
Box, and numerous shorter-lived 
outfits) and a vehicle for song- 
writers Jason Hatfield and Mary 
Lou Lord. But Lord, who was 
already visible around town from 
her subway-station busking, was- 
n’t ready to commit to an electric 
band. Hatfield pulled in Timony 
(who’d recently moved to town 
after leading the DC _ band 
Autoclave), then jumped ship 
himself. (The Chupa demos got 
recycled for the debut album by 
Hatfield’s band Star Hustler, and 
for the first Helium single, the 
uncharacteristically poppish 
“American Jean.”) 
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Dungeons & Dragons or fantasy books,” says Timony, “but I do like to reference 


that in songs.” 


The newly christened Helium were then 
left with a volatile mix of personalities, and 
a live chemistry that could be cathartic on a 
good night, scattershot on a bad one. 
Tensions wound up flaring between 
Timony and Dunton, who’s also been their 
manager. She later claimed that some of 
the angrier songs were written about him. 

“We get along pretty well now, but that 
was a desperate time. It was only a few 
years ago, but I was more of a kid then. We 
were both really strong-headed and wanted 
different things for the band. He was 
focused on having the band do well. | was 
more impractical, | just wanted to make 
interesting music with my friends.” 

After Dunton left, Helium played a few 
gigs using violin (by the Dambuilders’ Joan 
Wasser) instead of bass — not their best 
shows. But it was a small miracle to have 
pulled it off at all. “We did that out of stu- 
pidity,” admits Timony. “It was ridiculous, 
but it was also a lot of fun.” 

That was the end of Helium as a regu- 
larly. gigging live band, and the beginning 
of Timony’s being free to do everything her 
own way. The first full-length album, The 
Dirt of Luck, introduced keyboard layers 
and a textured pop approach; Timony and 
Devlin played the majority of the instru- 
ments. Timony’s lyrics were still fueled by 
rage, but a different side was emerging; her 
persona now was a witch rather than a 
prostitute. Ash Bowie filled the bass slot 
around this time, despite a few seeming 
disadvantages: he’s Timony’s boyfriend 
(working with your partner is still a relative 
no-no in rock bands); he’s got another full- 
time band (Polvo) and another hometown 
(Chapel Hill, where he still spends half his 
time, though he and Timony share an 
apartment in Jamaica Plain). 

Still, Bowie’s become a significant pres- 
ence in Helium, helping to instigate the 
prog-rock direction and playing many of 
the synthesizers. On the new album he co- 
writes half the songs, and he wrote and 
performed one (the _ instrumental 
“Medieval People”) on his own. 

“He’s good at the crazy sounds,” 
explains Timony. “He comes from a math- 
rock background, and I’m more from the

Velvet Underground tradition of ‘feeling’ 
music. So our ideas of what’s cool meet in 
prog rock.” 

Having fought for control of the band, 
was she ready to give some Of it up? “It was 
more of a relief; | wanted someone to help 
out. Since he has his own band, there 
haven’t been any creative problems, only 
scheduling ones. Our personal relationship 
is totally separate — but then, we don’t 
spend too much time together.” 

The new Helium emerged on last 
spring’s heavily psychedelicized No 
Guitars EP, which dealt in metaphorical 
terms with Timony’s ambivalence about 
rock. And it’s another case where she 
made a creative decision over a commer- 
cial one. The opening “Silver Strings” 
may be the catchiest song in Helium's 
repertoire, but she chose to keep it off the 
album so the EP could stand on its own. 
“That's its own thing, in its own little box. 
It’s more theatrical, like the songs take 
place in specific landscapes. And | could 
tell it got a lot of bad reviews, because we 
were so used to positive press.” 

One unlikely inspiration for the magic 
references was Timony’s day job at Video 
Transfer on Newbury Street, which created 
a need for escape. “That gave me the idea 
that getting away from reality was a good 
thing. I’m not the kind of person who gets 
into Dungeons & Dragons or fantasy 
books, but I do like to reference that in 
songs. Also I got so bored with talking 
about rock music all day [in the store] that 
I got into the mindset of talking about 
older music, so that’s where some of the 
prog influence comes in. Really, it’s only in 
the past two years that I’ve even been a 
rock fan. Before that, it was only the medi- 
um that I wrote songs in.” 

Helium’s upcoming CD-release show 
(set for the 26th at the Middle East) won't 
necessarily sound like the old Helium. 
Most of the new songs will be played live 
for the first time, and the line-up will 
include an as-yet-unnamed keyboard play- 
er. At this point the band aren’t sure exact- 
ly what will happen — but it won't be the 
first time that Helium have made music 
with that kind of attitude. a

A mixed tribute to Kurt Weill 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR Given that the three best 


interpreters of Kurt Weill’s music are Lotte Lenya, Lotte 
Lenya, and Lotte Lenya (Teresa Stratas comes in a 


superlative fourth), a Weill tribute record is 
a chancy project. And the results on 
September Songs: The Music of Kurt Weill 
(Sony Classical) are hit or miss. These ver- 
sions of Weill old and new (including a per- 
formance by Lenya) are taken from a film 
by Larry Weinstein. To produce the record- 
ings of the performances, Weinstein 
brought in Hal Wilner, among whose pre- 
vious tribute records was another Weill 
outing, 1986's Lost in the Stars. 

Weill’s collaborations with Bertolt 
Brecht, with their jarring shifts of mood 
and rhythm, can get interpreters hung up 
on the dramatist’s famed (and frequently 
misunderstood) “alienation effect.” The 
Brechtian approach becomes equated with 
being detached from the performance or 
winking at the audience, when it’s more 
like a way of presenting your material in 
quotations while maintaining a_ perfect 
deadpan. It’s no surprise that the best per- 
formances here are Lenya’s peerless 
“Pirate Jenny” (from The Threepenny 
Opera) and Stratas’s “Youkali Tango” and 
“Surabaya Johnny” (from Happy End). 

The opening track, Nick Cave’s version 
of “Mack the Knife,” is a textbook lesson in 
how to get it wrong. Cave, as in touch with 
his dark side as Anita Bryant was with the 
Florida Sunshine Tree, growls his way 
through the verses of murder and dark 
doings as if the more malevolent he sound- 
ed, the scarier it would be. But artists who 
flaunt their dark side are usually more 
impressed with it than anyone else is. The 
result here may be the easiest version of the 
song to slough off, ever. (Fortunately, 
Brecht’s 1930 version is included on the 
disc as well.) I-don’t know about you, but I 
find Bobby Darin’s swinging and snapping 
his fingers while singing about bodies 
weighed down with cement a hell of a lot 
more disturbing. 

David Johansen’s version of “Alabama 
Song” is a failure of another sort, the result 
of the bigness of the performer’s heart. 
Johansen’s method is to pour everything he 
has into a number. I’ve seen him, as Buster 
Poindexter, sing “There Is Nothing like a 
Dame” as if he were trying to rouse the 
home team to come from behind in the sec- 
ond half. His sodden heartiness is too 
much for this song's irony to bear. 

Elsewhere there are disastrous efforts 
from Mary Margaret O’Hara (“Don’t Be 
Afraid”), an honorable one from P} 


Harvey (“The Ballad of the Soldier's 
Wife,” which still pales next to Marianne 
Faithfull’s searing version),

Carter’s version of “Lonely House” from 
Street Scene (with lyrics by Langston 
Hughes) that would be fine if Carter did- 
n’t make her technique the subject of her 
performance, as she always docs. 

One of the best new things on 
September Songs is the version of “Speak 
Low,” which features Charlie Haden’s 
bass set against a recording of Weill him- 
self singing and playing the piano. Weill’s 
voice is light, charming, and balanced per- 
fectly by the rounded, resonant notes that 
Haden plucks from the melody. 

Lou Reed’s traversal of that heartbreaking 
old chestnut “September Song” (by Weill 
and Maxwell Anderson) isn’t going to 
replace the version done by actor Walter 
Huston in the hearts of anyone lucky 
enough to have heard it. At first, Reed’s Noo 
Yawk delivery hardly seems to have any 
emotion in it at all. As it goes on, though, 
maybe because of the simple, evocative 
backing, it suggests a man trying to recall a 
"50s soul ballad he used to love. The emo- 
tion here is dry-eyed but fond, and it links 
up to what Reed did with the Drifters’ “This 
Magic Moment” on the Doc Pomus tribute 
album a few years back. Reed has acquired 
the sound of a man who still regards early 
rock with a true believer’s zeal, and a deter- 
mination to save it from nostalgia. 

But it’s Elvis Costello, performing “Lost 
in the Stars” (the title song from Weill and 
Anderson’s musical version of Alan Paton’s 
Cry the Beloved Country), who walks off 
with the whole album in his pocket. This is 
a song sung by a father trying to retain his 
faith in God, in life itself, after his son has 
done something that stands contrary to 
everything he believes in. Backed by the 
Brodsky Quartet, Costello sings of the stars 
running through God’s fingers like grains 
of sand, as the emotion pours just as 
exquisitely out of him. He has reached a 
point where the notes he doesn’t quite get 
as his voice swells to reach them are far 
sweeter than the ones most singers hit 
effortlessly. 

This version also offers a shock in the 
lines “I’ve been walking through the night 
and the day/Till my head grows weary and 
my hair turns gray.” The shock isn’t that, 
20 years after he first appeared, Costello is 
singing better than ever. It’s that he’s going 
to be one of those artists who grant us the 
privilege of seeing how their art deepens as 
they mature. I consider that prospect one 
of the greatest gifts pop music has offered 
me in my lifetime. a

Plugging in 
Big Top and Electric Highway 


BY JONATHAN PERRY If you were driving on Route 2 


west toward Fitchburg at roughly 7:30 p.m. last Saturday, 
chances are you saw that molten sunset drop behind the 


hills, burning orange fire all the way down. 
If your destination was the Wallace Civic 
Center and the Big Top techno rave — one 
of two star-studded electronica shows to hit 
the region last weekend — chances are you 
heard that sunset’s aural equivalent three 
hours later, during Banco de Gaia’s mes- 
merizing performance. 

Banco’s Middle Eastern—tinged Floydian 


prog-rock might have seemed a little out of 


place amid all the metallic sturm and clang 
of breakbeat hardheads like Moby. Yet the 
effect was of tearing slabs from the 
evening’s city of steel-and-concrete sonic 
skyscrapers and launching them into outer 
space — via saxophone. Besides, the 
band’s composition of ethereal chant and 
trance soundscapes was in keeping with the 
palpable sense of inclusiveness and com- 
munity that characterized both Fitchburg’s 
Big Top and the next night’s Electric 
Highway extravaganza at the World Trade 
Center. 

Even though this is only the first year for 
both the 10-date Big Top and the 15-date 
Electric Highway tour (each roadshow is 
separately sponsored — in fact, they’re 
competing with each other), everything 
seemed to go off without a hitch. A sub- 
stantial number of walk-up ticket buyers 
joined these all-ages eight-hour blowouts 
as they roared toward midnight and 
beyond. The fans leaned to the teen end of 
the spectrum, most of them in standard 
skatewear or shiny spaceboy gear, some 
even wearing fuzzy pink bunny suits. And 
despite the brooding menace and relentless 
thump of the music, the mellow, exuberant 
camaraderie was the polar opposite of what 
you get at your average testosterone- 
fueled, mosh-pit-centered rock show. 

First up was Big Top, Saturday at the 
hockey-rink-turned-Apocalypse-Now 
called the Wallace Civic Center, where the 
night’s biggest name, Moby, delivered a 
manic assault on the senses, bounding on 
stage like a whirling dervish who had 
ingested a couple dozen too many 
Flintstones vitamins. As befits a guy who 
proudly called his last album, Animal 
Rights (Elektra), a rock release, Moby pro- 
duced a few rock-star moves, reinvigorat- 
ing an audience that had begun to show 
signs of waning after five hours of sonic 


pummeling. Announcing at one point that 
he was going to “get naked” (appreciative 
cheers from fans), Moby stripped off his T- 
shirt and threw it into the crowd before 
chucking a mike stand off stage right. 

Earlier in the evening, using an array of 
chainsaw guitars, hyperkinetic percussion, 
and mega-bottomed hip-hop rhythm and 
rhyme, Headrillaz had dismantled any 
notions one might have had that techno 
’90s-style is even remotely linked to what 
anybody’s older sister conceives of as 
“techno.” No tall hair or test-tube Dolby 
geekdom here. Just us monster beats. 

Notwithstanding their shared occupancy 
under the new “electronica” umbrella, out- 
fits like cut-and-paste noise merchants 808 
State (from Manchester, England), acid- 
house trip-hoppers Loop Guru, and 
Electric Highway Tour headliners the 
Crystal Method were dramatically different 
in approach and content. But they did 
share the distinguishing characteristic that 
separates this new breed of techno from its 
not-so-distant ancestors: an allegiance to 
rhythm and groove first, no matter how 
many layers of industrial-strength squall 
that rhythm and groove might be buried 
under. 

Besides a dazzling battery of lasers and 
mind-bending graphics projected on two 
huge screens at either side of the stage, 
Sunday’s Electric Highway Tour at the 
World Trade Center boasted its share of 
audio highlights, including Fluke, a charis- 
matic British outfit who mixed dirty-white- 
girl skronk with an air-raid industrial wal- 
lop (look for the band’s Risotto on 
Astralwerks later this month). And then 
there were the omnivorous song stylings of 
the Nevada-based Crystal Method, who 
offered an explosive mix of thundering 
bass, screeching synths, and sampled gui- 
tars underpinning deftly deployed sound 
bites. The result was a sinewy, razor-edged 
attack, and grooves that snapped and 
popped with deadly precision. On “Busy 
Child,” the first single from their new, crit- 
ically praised Vegas (Outpost/Geffen), the 
Crystal’s duo of Ken Jordan and Scott 
Kirkland polished the tune’s diamond-cut 
dazzle to a brilliant, relentless shine, mak- 
ing it the night’s — and the weekend’s — 
highlight. &

The songs are 
tighter, punchier, poppier; the old 
Breeders trademarks the 
cool/ironic vocals and the big dirty 
guitar chords — are used more spar- 
ingly.

series of variations. On “Ricercar,” 
percussive chords alternate with 
tuneful fragments in an unpre- 
dictable dialogue. The spaces in his 
improvisations provide plenty of 
room for trio members bassist Scott 
Barnum and drummer Bob Moses to 
act as equal partners in the music. 
On “Very Soon Mankind Will No 
Longer Be a Useless Passion 
(Broadway Melody of 1996)” 
Barnum's furtive strumming and sur- 
prising rhythmic tangents from 
Moses blend into a group improvisa- 
tion of nocturnal mystery, where 
melodies and tempos are briefly 
glimpsed before scurrying away into 
silence. In their emphasis on glacial- 
ly slow tempos, unresolved ten- 
sions, songlike melodies, and inti- 
mate interplay, the trio sometimes 
recall the great Paul Bley trios of the 
1960s. But Berenson's music has a 
hushed urgency all its own.

(Wittgenstein) — was certainly a 
dangerous one for a minimalist to 
choose. Steve Reich's work is 
always threatening to be not 
enough, and in the case of these 
recent pieces it isn't. The best of 
the three is the aforementioned 
“Proverb,” in which Reich enlists the 
skilled Theater of Voices and recon- 
ceives early music as a minimalist 
vocal exercise. The least successful 
is the ambitious “City Life,” in which 
Reich uses samples of street 
sounds to evoke the textures of 
New York. Here it becomes clear 
that these pieces are only as inter- 
esting as the sounds the composer 
chooses to utilize — and though the 
singers of the Theater of Voices are 
lovely to listen to, even when 
almost nothing seems to be hap- 
pening with them, the same cannot 
be said of sidewalk dope pushers 
and NYC Fire Department radio 
messages.

It's 
not that director Sam Weisman 
hasn't tried to incorporate the 
vision of creator Jay Ward: the 
clever-tongued self-referential nar- 
rator still mocks the proceedings, 
characters spew off terrible puns, 
and a streak of satire resonates 
throughout. The plot? George 
(Brendan Fraser) saves anthropol- 
ogist Ursula (Leslie Mann) from a 
lion while Ursula’s evil fiance 
(Thomas Haden Church) tries to 
rescue her from this “White Ape.” 
Naturally Ursula falls in love with 
her savior and all-around good 
guy. Humor? It’s funny when the 
ape named Ape (voiced by John 
Cleese) teaches our navigationally 
challenged hero to puff up his face 
and throw leaves to impress a 
mate.

Directed by 
Ridley Scott as a kind of Thelma & 
Louise crazed by steroids, G./. 
Jane is actually good fun, some- 
times intentionally so.

(Demi Moore) embarrasses her 
supposed political supporters by 
proving tougher, smarter, and 
sweatier than the men (her “Suck 
my dick!” scene enters the pan- 
theon of mind-boggling movie 
moments). As it goes through its 
boot-camp-to-killing-zone motions 
with rabid absurdity — the scenes 
of exhausted recruits rolling huge 
cylinders up sand dunes in a thun- 
derstorm has a certain Dantesque 
surreality — the film’s macho, 
feminist, and fascist convictions 
(the climactic combat is an illegal 
incursion into Libya) can be over- 
looked.

This one is about nothing less 
than the little guy standing up 
against fascist rule.

The little guy is Ed (Kel Mitchell), a 
teenage doofus who works the 
register at the nearby rundown 
Good Burger and whose talent is 
making the tastiest special sauce 
around. When Mondo threatens to 
run Good Burger into the ground, 
savvy fellow worker Dexter 
(Kenan Thompson) knows just 
what to do with the sauce. Based 
on the recurring Nickelodeon 
sketch Ali That, this is a pretty 
awful movie — from the jokes to 
the acting to the set, it's one ama- 
teur affair.

He always claimed his support for 
Hitler was due to his hatred of 
British Imperial “arrogance” and 
his desire to see Norway take its

In his searing 
bio-pic Jan Troell makes the 
excruciatingly convincing case that 
Hamsun's decision derived largely 
from a bad marriage and a twisted 
home life. In the title role, Max von 
Sydow has the blithest and lushest 
of frameworks for his consummate 
performance.

Credit great 
material courtesy of Greek mythol- 
ogy; the imaginative decision to 
make the Muse chorus an African- 
American girl-group quintet that 
does pop, R&B, and gospel; and, 
most of all, an infusion of Looney 
Tunes mania. Directed by John 
Musker & Ron Clements, the cre- 
ative team responsible for The 
Little Mermaid and Aladdin, 
Hercules is a dizzying chariot ride 
with pointed commentary that 
mocks even Disney's own mer- 
chandising.
